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State nationalises troubled 
Portuguese bank 


Portuguese bank Banco Portugues de Negocios (BPN) has been 
nationalised by the Lisbon Government after running up accumulated 
losses of 700 million euros, the Lusa News Agency reports. 


In announcing the nationalisation 
of BPN at the weekend, Lisbon’ s 
Finance Minister, Fernando 
Teixeirados Santos, saidhehadre- 
j ected a rescue plan for the bank be- 
cause it was not in the best inter- 
ests of Portugal’s taxpayers. 
BPN’s problems lay in financial 
operations of “dubious legality,” 
the Minister said. 

Portugal’s state-owned Caixa 
Geral de Depositos (CGD) bank 
has taken over management of 
BPN. The bank’s nationalisation 
was the first state acquisition of a 
bank since the flurry of state takeo- 
vers in the wake of the toppling of 
Portugal’s dictatorship in 1974. 
Meanwhile, Cape Verde has called 
for the establishment of an interna- 
tional financial market in the islands 
and a change to laws relating to ac- 
tivities of offshore funds. Economy 
Minister Fatima Fialho said Tues- 
day. 

Praia said ithas no concerns about 
this week’s nationlisation of BPN 
and reports that a Cape V erde bank 
was involved in deals that resulted 
in the takeover of the troubledbank, 
she added. 

For years, Praia has reiterated its 
objective of hosting a global finan- 
cial centre by attracting private 
banks and international financial 
institutions, or IFIs, banks char- 
tered in more than one state and, 
consequently, subject to interna- 
tional law. 

Fialho said her Government 
wants to make the archipelago a fi- 
nancial centre with a “highly cred- 
ible jurisdiction” over offshore 
banks, many of which are Portu- 
guese. 

Questioned on Cape Verde’s 
Banco Insular and its possible in- 
volvement in the recent problems 
of BPN bank, Fialho said investors 
had nothing to worry about “in re- 
lation to business carried out in 
Cape Verde.” 

Some media reported the Cape 
Verde bank had shadowy or even 
possibly illegal dealings with BPN.

Marxist 

economics not the 
answer says PM 

Reacting to calls from some Latin American leaders for a 
return to Marxist government to tackle the world’s 
financial woes, Portugal’s Prime Minister, Jose Secrates, 
says so-called state capitalism died with the fall of the 
Berlin Wall as it offered neither freedom nor prosperity. 


Prime Minister Socrates told 
the Ibero- America summit late 
last weekintheEl Salvador capi- 
tal: “I want to say clearly that 
[the international financial cri- 
sis] is the failure of thinking and 
of a single model... But this 
model is the second one to be 
defeated. 

“There was one that failed 
around the year 1989. And if 
wild capitalism is today show- 
ing its deficiencies, which must 
be corrected, state capitalism 
proved at other times that it 
didn’t offer freedom or pros- 
perity.” 

The Portuguese leader’ s com- 
ments were in direct response to 
earlier calls from the Presidents 
of Bolivia and Nicaragua, Evo 
Morales and Hugo Chavez, re- 
spectively, for the resurrection 
of Marxist-style management of 
national economies. 

The world’s present eco- 
nomic turmoil is “serious, pro- 
found and global and nobody 
will emerge unscathed,” Prime 
Minister Socrates told leaders 
from 22 Spanish-speaking 
states in Latin America, Brazil 
and his country ’ s Iberian neigh- 
bour, Spain. 

Citing British economist 
J.M. Keynes’ advocacy of state 
economic intervention, Socra- 
tes said the current turmoil in 
financial markets offers an ideal 


opportunity to reform world 
financial bodies like the IMP 
that have clearly failed to meet 
their responsibilities. 

The world wide economic 
slowdown and financial and 
banking market collapse “has 
already ceased to be a problem 
of banks to become a problem 
for families and firms.” 

“Everything must change 
and all will change,” said Soc- 
rates, stressing: “This is not an 
era of change, it’ s a change of 
era.” 

Prime Minister Socrates 
also expressed relief over his 
country’s adoption of the 
EU’ s single currency. 

“I don’t want to think about 
what this crisis would mean for 
Portugal is we weren’t in the 
euro zone.” 

Ibero-American heads of 
state and government 
wrapped up their three-day 
meeting Priday by inking a slew 
of accords in areas including 
health and employment, the 
two flagship themes of the San 
Salvador summit. 

The bloc’s next summit 
takes place in 2009 in Cascais, 
Portugal under the banner ‘In- 
novation and New Technolo- 
gies’ at a venue to be announced 
by Prime Minister Socrates at 
the close of the El Salvador 
gathering.

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Portuguese truck driver to spend Christmas in British jail 


The Portuguese truck driver 
who was accused of killing a fam- 
ily of six with dangerous driving 
following a horrific accident on 
the M6 has been told by British 
courts he will be spending the next 
few months in prison until a sec- 
ond hearing is held on January 
13^ 2009. 

A prelirninary hearing was held 
this week, on November 4*, and 
resulted in a prolonging of the case. 

It was held on the same day as 
the funeral of the six members of 
the Statham family who were 
killed in the crash. 

The driver, 46-year-old Paulo 
Silva, who lives in Murcia, Spain 
and works for Spanish company 
Transportes Caballeros, is being 
defended by Spanish and UK 
lawyers hired by his employers. 

The accident took place on 
October 20th at around 22h40, 
near Sandbach, 60 kilometres 
south of Manchester, on the M6 
motorway, which is known for 
being the longest and one of the 
busiest motorways in the UK. 

On the night in question heavy 
rain fall had caused another acci- 
dent on the same stretch of road, 
a few hours prior to the Portu- 
guese driver’ s incident, in which 
well-known British rugby player 
David Myers was killed. 

According to Paulo Silva’s 
son, no warnings were posted on 


the motorway, and his father had 
swerved to avoid hitting an ob- 
struction on the motorway, col- 
liding with a Toyota people car- 
rier. 

Travelling inside the Toyota 
was a family of six, David and 
Michelle Statham, aged 38 and 33 
respectively, and their children 
Reece (13), Jay (nine). Mason 
(20 months) and ten-week-old 
Ellouise. All six were killed in- 
stantly. 

The newborn was reportedly 
not immediately accounted for as 
her body was too small to be iden- 
tified in the wreckage. 

Three other vehicles were in- 
volved in the smash, including a 
cargo-carrier and a heavy duty 
lorry, which due to the impact 
were forced off the road. 

Witnesses described the 
Toyota as looking like “a piece 
of mangled tin, folded like a 
concertina”. 

Pour members of police and 
rescue teams needed psychologi- 
cal assistance after working on 
the crash. 

In British law, the driver can 
only be accused of ‘dangerous 
driving’ if it is proved he was driv- 
ing in an ‘obviously dangerous’ 
manner, and ‘well below the level 
expected of a competent and care- 
ful driver’ . 

However, the Portuguese driv- 


er’ s tachograph disc, which reg- 
isters rest times and speeds and 
which could have contributed 
significantly to his defense, was 
completely destroyed in the 
crash. 

“In the UK there is a precon- 
ception about continental lorry 


drivers”, his son said, “The Eng- 
lish believe that they are a danger 
because foreigners are only used 
to driving on the ‘wrong’ side of 
the road”. 

Paulo Silva is currently being 
held in a hospital wing in W alton 
prison, near Liverpool. 
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EU says Portugal

Portugal’s budget gap will break the 
eurozone limit of 3 percent of the Gross 
Domestic Product in 2010 unless 
government policies change, the 
European Commission said this week, 
but there is sufficient time “to adjust these 
figures.” 


EU Commissioner for Mon- 
etary Affairs Joaquin Almunia, 
presenting the bloc’s twice- 
yearly economic forecasts, said 
the expectation for Lisbon to 
breach the three percent limit in 
2010 should be viewed with cau- 
tion, given present global uncer- 
tainty, the timeframe involved 
and also because the predictions 
are based on “unaltered poli- 
cies”, the Lusa News Agency re- 
ported. 

Brussels will open talks early 
next year with Lisbon on its fis- 
cal policies, the Spanish commis- 
sioner added, and “there is more 
than enough time to adjust these 
figures.” 

The EU’s autumn forecast 
saidPortugal’ s budget deficit will 
grow from 2.2 percent this year 
to 2.8 percent in 2009 and 3.3 
percent the following year. Brus- 
sels’ prediction for 2009 is based 
on the draft budget proposals for 
next year presented to Portu- 
guese MPs a fortnight ago. 

EU diplomatic sources told 
Lusa the gloomy GDP forecasts 
for the coming year are based 
largely on a downward revision 
of Portugal’s growth prospects 
due to plummeting domestic de- 
mand. Brussels forecasts that 
Portugal’s GDP expansion will 
slow from 0.5 percent this year 
to 0. 1 percent in 2009, lower than 
predicted by Lisbon. 

The EU said Portugal’s job- 
less rate in 2009 will be 7.9 per- 
cent, higher than the 7.6 percent 
forecast by Lisbon and the IMP ’ s 
7.8 percent. 

The EU had earlier in the week 
said that growth in the EU had 
slowed almost to a halt. 

The European Commission’s 
latest economic forecast proj ects 
a sharp drop in EU growth to 
1 .4% in 2008 (half the 2007 fig- 
ure), 0.2% in 2009 and 1.1% in 
2010 (with Eurozone figures 
slightly lower at 1 .2%, 0.1% and 


0.9% respectively). These fig- 
ures are lower than the spring 
forecast. 

The slowdown will however 
help ease inflationary pressures, 
the Commission said. 

In addition to oil prices falling, 
there is less risk of knock-on ef- 
fects triggering higher general in- 
flation, it added in a press state- 
ment. 

Employment is expected to 
increase marginally in 2009- 1 0, 
while six million new jobs were 
created in 2007-08. The unem- 
ployment rate is expected to rise 
by about 1 percentage point be- 
tween 2008 and 2010. 

The worsening economic 
outlook looks set to eat into 
public finances. Overall, Gov- 
ernment budget deficits are ex- 
pected to increase from under 
one percent of GDP in 2007 to 
2.6 percent in 2010 - assuming 
no policy changes. For the 
eurozone, deficits are forecast to 
reach 1.3 percent this year and 
two percent in 20 1 0. But public 
finances - and public debt in 
particular - are hard to predict 
with confidence, due fo uncer- 
tainties over the fiscal implica- 
tions of Government rescue 
packages. 

The economic situation is ex- 
ceptionally shaky at present, 
warned the EC, in the wake of the 
financial crisis which deepened 
and broadened rapidly this au- 
tumn. There is a significant risk 
that these forecasts may have to 
be revised downwards. 

The Commission publishes 
economic forecasts four times a 
year. The comprehensive spring 
and autumn forecasts cover 
growth, inflation, employment 
and public budget deficits and 
debts for all EU countries. The 
smaller interim forecasts - pub- 
lished in February and Septem- 
ber-review developments since 
the preceding forecast.

Galp drops fuel prices 
again 


Portugal ’ s largest fuel supplier 
and Spanish company Cepsa on 
Wednesday announced they had 
cut the cost of refueling at the 
pumps. 

Galp reduced the cost of 
unleaded fuel by two cents, 
which now costs €1.249 a litre, 
while diesel went down by one 


cent to €1.1 49 a litre. 

CEPSA implemented similar 
cuts, with unleaded fuel costing 
€ 1 .252 a litre and diesel dropping 
to €1.1 46 a litre. 

The cost of fuel at Total is 
exactly the same, as the com- 
pany forms part of CEPSA 
Portugal.

For years, and while the rest of the country has been neatly 
organised into agglomerated regions, each promoted by 
their own respective tourism board (such the Algarve’s

Tourism Association), the northern region of Oporto and its 
metropolitan surroundings have been left to their own 
devices, dancing along to the tune of ‘each to their own’, 
resulting in regional promotion that is neither unified nor 
uniform.

gion’s 16 municipalities plus pri- 
vate investors from the restaurant 
and hospitality trades. 

“Only now will this geo- 
graphical area of Oporto and its 
metropolitan region be equipped 
with such an entity. We here at 
the City Hall were very involved 
in that law change because we felt 
it made no sense at all for our re- 
gion’ s tourism to be divided to 
such an extent, with each region 
promoting a different brand. All 
16 municipalities had decided 
that nationally and internation- 
ally we needed to promote one 
single brand. 

“As long as we are all rowing 
in the same direction we will all 
benefit”, he argues. 

Despite northern tourism pre- 
viously lacking structure, 
Oporto City Hall figures show 
that the region is in fact flourish- 
ing, “For the most diverse rea- 
sons”. 

There is no doubt in the coun- 
cillor’ s mind that Sa Cameiro Air- 
port and its recruiting of low-cost 
airlines, especially Ryanair, has 
contributed significantly. 

Ryanair now operates 14 dif- 
ferent routes from Oporto’s Sa 
Carneiro Airport, which last year 
welcomed nearly three million 
passengers. 

The number of passengers ar- 
riving at Sa Carneiro reached a 
peak in 2006, though somewhat 
dwindled in 2007, even though 
the number arriving from Europe 
has constantly increased. 

“Nowadays tourism is de- 
pendant on air passengers and the 
arrival of aircraft. The Sa Cameiro 
Airport still has ample room for 
expansion, and it is used by many 
Spanish. 

“But we here, up north, are 
very concerned with what may 
happen should our airport be- 
come privatised along with Lis- 
bon’ s new airport. 

“We consider ourselves to be 
a very interesting city, with lots 
to offer”, said Councillor 
Gongalves. 

“The Algarve has golf and 
beaches, Lisbon is the capital, it 
attracts a lot of business travel and 
culture seekers, but this region is 
home to W orld Heritage. W e have 
the historical centre and the 
Douro River, which are both clas- 
sified as Human Heritage sites. 
We have a nice climate, not com- 
parable with the Algarve, but 
when compared with the rest of 
Europe we have a good climate. 
We have good gastronomy, 
safety, and even religious and 
rural tourism, all within one 
hour’s drive”. 

While its main market is the 


national market, Oporto also 
draws much of its business from 
Spain, its second largest tourist 
market. 

“Due to our proximity, it is 
relatively easy to bring our 
‘brothers’ to Oporto. In the met- 
ropolitan area of our city there are 
an estimated 1.8 million 
habitants. Just an hour away by 
car is a region that has six million 
people”. 

Other unique points of inter- 
est are Oporto’s University, 
which is the largest in the coun- 
try and also contributes to tour- 
ism by organising international 
conferences, and the ‘Casa da 
Musica’, an auditorium said to 
have the best sound quality in the 
world. 

A survey carried out by Porto 
Turismo asking visitors what 
they considered to be the most 
characteristic regional icon re- 
vealed that 28 per cent believed 
it was Oporto’s most famous 
export, port wine, and that an 
impressive 74 per cent had vis- 
ited the Oporto wine caves. 

At present Oporto’s historic 
city centre is undergoing an up- 
grading that is expected to last 
years and will cost investors, 
mainly private financers, many 
millions of euros. 

But one of the most significant 
boosts to drawing in international 
tourists is yet to happen. 

In 2009, construction is to 
commence on a port for interna- 
tional cruise ships to dock, in 
Matosinhos, Leixoes, which is 
hoped to be complete by 2012. 


The councillor quips, “We are 
here on the coast and we just 
watch thousands of ships sail 
right on by”. 

Even so, this year’ s figures for 
the region are looking positive. 

According to data from the 
National Statistics Institute, to- 
tal revenue for hospitality in the 
north rose by 1 .8 per cent in the 
month of August, in comparison 
to August 2007, taking an ap- 
proximate €24.4 million and be- 
ing one of a few regions to report 
good news. 

But Councillor Gongalves be- 
lieves there is always room for 
improvement. 

“We have the necessary con- 
ditions to improve. I think for a 
while we lost the spirit, and for 
some time this country thought 
the Algarve, Lisbon and Madeira 
were its only tourist destinations. 
T oday other destinations are be- 
ing looked at with greater care. 

Thanks to the fruits of moder- 
nity, any region can reinvent it- 
self and that is the path to tour- 
ism development. 

“This region has something 
very distinct to offer, and it has 
something for everyone. If we 
add low-cost flights to the for- 
mula, which is something we 
should invest in, then Oporto 
becomes the ideal destination for 
a two or three-night break. Peo- 
ple don’t go to the Algarve for a 
weekend break, they go for at 
least a week, but this region has 
everything necessary for the per- 
fect short break”.

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Son shoots mother for drug money

Suspected robber 
arrested 15 times 


PJ police in Lisbon have arrested a man 
believed to have carried out an armed robbery, 
of which a psychologist was the victim. It is the 
1 5'^ time in recent years that the suspect has 
been arrested. 


The criminal’s grandmother 
was outraged by his actions: “1 
don’t understand what is going 
on with that boy, he has only 
given trouble. He doesn’t go to 
school, doesn’t want to work 
and just thinks of asking for 
money to buy drugs” she said, 
adding that since he began smok- 
ing cannabis he has become ex- 
tremely violent “He was always 
a troubled child, but now he is 
unbearable” she was quoted as 


telling the Lusa News Agency. 

The boy’s mother had just 
finished cooking him his meal 
when he asked for drug money. 
Ana Rosa, 45 years old, did not 
grant him his wish once again 
and he went crazy, screaming 
and smashing dishes, throwing 
his dinner on the floor and 
breaking a door. His mother ran 
to her mother’ s house next door 
and the boy followed them with 
a gun in his hand. On his way 


over there he shot his uncle in 
the leg as he attempted to stop 
the boy from doing anything 
foolish. When Manuel arrived 
at his grandmother’ s house, he 
shot his mother in the head: 
“There was blood everywhere 
and the bullet hit my daughter’ s 
eye” said Laura, the grand- 
mother. 

Fortunately the shot was not 
fatal and the mother was taken to 
Padre Americo Hospital in 


Penafiel, together with her 
brother. The mother was later 
transferred to Oporto as she 
needed eye surgery and is now in 
a stable condition. 

Manuel was caught by the lo- 
cal GNR and sent to a relative’ s 
home for the night. He was not 
arrested as he is a minor: “Some- 
body is going to have to find a 
solution for the boy, because he 
can’t stay here” said the boy’s 
grandfather. 


A PJ press release states the 
victim was stalked, held at gun 
point, and fleeced of €300. 

On his arrest, police seized a 
hammer from the suspect, alleg- 
edly used for breaking car win- 
dows, and two weapons. 


The press release read “The 
29-year-old suspect has a vast 
criminal history and a record, 
particularly concerning thefts 
and armed robberies, and over 
recent years he has been arrested 
more than 15 times. There are 
strong indications he is ahard dmg 
addict (cocaine and heroin)”. 

Lisbon’ s PJ police have, since 
the beginning of this year, made 
more than 150 arrests relating to 
violent crimes, with prison sen- 
tences being given to around 48 
per cent of those arrested. 


Handicapped man ‘scissored’ to death by 

A 38-year-old man from Madeira, Lousada, was stabbed to death with a 
pair of scissors by an 1 8-year-old youth, also thought to be a local, with 
whom he had been drinking a beer just moments earlier. 



The suspect, named as 
Ricardo Moreira, was reportedly 
an acquinatance of the victim’ s. 
He confessed to the crime shortly 
after carrying out the attack, al- 
legedly bragging about his ac- 
tions in the cafe where they had 
both been drinking that same day. 

Despite being arrested by lo- 
cal GNR the suspect was not able 
to give a reason for murdering his 
supposed friend. 

Locals are said to be in shock 
over the attack, and no one can ex- 
plain why it happened. It has 
emerged the suspect narrowly 


escaped a public lynching. 

Carlos Ferreira da Costa, the 
victim, lived alone and suffered 
from serious physical impedi- 
ments and speech difficulties. He 
ate lunch and dinner every day at 
the same establishment. Cafe 
Requinte. 

He was, however, described 
by neighbours and residents as a 
popular local, being something of 
a village mascot. 

It was after he left Cafe 
Requinte, alone, at around 19h00 
on Sunday evening that the attack 
took place. 


Before going home Carlos 
Ferreira da Costa is believed to 
have stopped off at another cafe. 
Cafe Palmeira, where he met his 
presumed attacker and where 
they had been drinking a beer ear- 
lier that afternoon. 

Described by locals as a ‘delin- 
quent’ , teenager Ricardo Moreira 
is notorious in the area and is be- 
lieved to be responsible for a 
number of thefts. 

The owner of the establish- 
ment, Paula Moreira, recounted, 
“They had both been here ear- 
lier that afternoon, and had had

Later that evening, before the 
Benfica football game, they met 
up again but this time “they 
didn’t ask for anything and both 
seemed pretty calm”. Before the 
kick-off the two headed off in 
the direction of the victim’s 
house, but after the game only 
the suspect returned, with blood 
on his hands and clothes, and 
confessed to a customer that he 
had killed Carlos Ferreira da 
Costa. 

He reportedly bragged about 


killing the victim, telling another 
of the clients to “go and see if he’ s 
not full of holes”. 

“But he was so calm and he is 
known for telling lies” said Paula 
Moreira, “So nobody believed 
him”. 

Eventually, after the youth left 
Cafe Palmeira, one of the clients 
did go and check and found the 
man on his bedroom floor covered 
in blood. 

The GNR were called immedi- 
ately and detained the alleged 
murderer around 0 IhOO.

Speaking at the annual Ibero- 
American summit in El S alvador, 
Prime Minister Socrates told fel- 
low leaders: “It is of the greatest 
importance that Spain is present 
at the G20 meeting”.

Some ana- 
lysts say Washington’s snub to 
Madrid is in retaliation for the de- 
cision to withdraw troops from 
Iraq after the election victory of 
Prime Minister Jose Luis 
Zapatero.

It has recently emerged that Spain was 
ready to declare war on neighbouring 
Portugal to stem the perceived threat of 
communism during the final months of 
General Francisco Franco’s dictatorship. 


According to declassified 
documents held in the American 
National Archive and made pub- 
lic on Monday via Spanish daily 
newspaper El Pais, General 
Eranco sought advice from the 
US about a war with Portugal and 
Carlos Arias Navarro, the last 
Spanish prime minister to serve 
under General Eranco, met with 
US officials to gamer support for 
such a move. 

Newspaper El Pais, revealed 
that General Eranco ’s govern- 
ment was ‘deeply concerned’ by 
events across the border follow- 
ing the ‘Carnation’ Revolution of 
April, 1974. 

The revolution, a ‘pacific’ 
overthrow by the Left which put 
an end to Portugal’s authoritar- 
ian regime and let the nation free, 
set on the path to democracy, 
reportedly ignited worries that 
General Eranco’ s own regime 
could go the same way. 

Mr Arias privately assured the 
Americans that “adequate pre- 
cautions” were being taken to 
prevent “the events in Portugal 


from spilling over the Spanish 
border,” a report at the time 
claims. 

Six months before General 
Eranco’ s death in November 
1 975 his prime minister met with 
the US deputy Secretary of State 
to express Spanish concerns and 
win backing for a military inter- 
vention. 

In areport concerning the meet- 
ing in March 1975, diplomat to 
the then Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger, Robert Ingersoll, 
wrote “Portugal posed a serious 
threat to Spain, not only because 
of the way the situation there was 
developing, but because of the 
foreign support it might ulti- 
mately receive, which could be 
hostile to Spain,”. 

In his report Robert Ingersoll 
summarised, “Spain would fight 
the anti-communist battle alone 
if necessary but it hoped that it 
would have the cooperation and 
understanding of its friends, not 
only in the Spanish interest but 
in the interests of all who think 
the same.”

Cost of diesel 
cars set to soar 


The price of diesel vehicles is 
to become more expensive next 
year following revelations that the 
Government has opted to push up 
the car tax on these cars by up to 
26 percent, while unleaded cars 
will experience increases of no 
higher than ten percent. 

Over the past ten years, the sale 
of diesel cars in Portugal has out- 
weighed that of unleaded cars by 
a ratio of 3 to 1. Penalising these 
cars by implementing higher taxes, 
is a sure way for the state to boost 
its coffers. 

According to calculations by 
analysts, many top-selling diesel 
models are to become costlier by 
around €1,000, while unleaded 
cars can expect no bigger increase 
than €200 on the final price tag in 
2009. 

Previously, the government 
also awarded a discount of €500 
on diesel cars with particle filters, 
but with this becoming increas- 
ingly standard on these cars, this 


‘ subsidy ’ has now been removed. 
In essence, all diesel cars will be 
subjected to a price increase of at 
least €500, while cars without 
these filters, will be paying € 1 ,000 
more. 

In a related story, a recent study 
showed Portugal is the European 
country which chooses vehicles 
that produce the least CO^. 

The study, carried out by the 
European Eederation for Trans- 
port and Environment (T&E), 
compared 18 countries and Por- 
tugal come first in the EU for hav- 
ing the ‘cleanest’ automotive 
fleet. 

According to ‘Quercus’, the 
environmental association con- 
nected to T&E, Portugal was 
placed first because Portuguese 
like to buy vehicles that consume 
less fuel, therefore buying smaller 
cars that have lower carbon emis- 
sions. Adding to the ‘cost’ factor 
is the fact eco-friendly cars pay 
only 60% of the road tax as well. 


Bmssels urges car makers 
to stay on green path 

□ The global financial crisis has already battered many European banks. 

Now it is hitting the EU auto industry, the world’s largest producer of motor 
vehicles. 


Car sales have dropped 
sharply, forcing manufacturers 
to cut production and scale back 
profit forecasts. Some German 
and Erench factories have been 
temporarily closed amid growing 
concern the EU is heading for a 
recession, the European Com- 
mission argued in a statement on 
its website this week. 

In light of the economic trou- 
bles, the commission is revisiting 
its strategy for the industry. A 
conference was held in Brussels 
on 29* October to review results 
and collect feedback. 

The conference comes as the 


In 49 . 8 per cent of Portuguese 
family households there is a com- 
puter, a survey by the National 
Institute for Statistics (INE) as- 
sessing IT development revealed 
this week.

Car makers have pressed the 
EU for a €40bn loan to help de- 
velop greener vehicles. The idea 
gained support in Europe after the 
US recently approved €20bn 
($25bn) in low-interest loans to 
the American auto industry to 
finance more fuel-efficient cars. 

The limits on car emissions are 
part of a climate-change package 
that the EU aims to pass by the 
end of the year. The Commission 
has urged EU governments not to 
let the package fall victim to the 
economic slowdown. 

A key barometer for the Euro- 
pean economy, the car industry 
represents some 3% of GDP and 
7.5% ofmanufacturingasawhole. 
Employing more than 2 million 
people directly, it supports at 
least 8 million other jobs.

The growth of self-catering 
apartments and villas has 
proven a boon to the activity of 
Property Management 

throughout Portugal. Despite 
some ups and downs, a 
combination of ingredients 
makes this business highly 
promising in the foreseeable 
future. In addition to traditional 
factors such as climate and 
political stability, new 
components like ever increasing 
demographic mobility within 
the EU and the advent of low- 
cost air travel throughout 
Europe promise to make 
residential tourism a year- 
round phenomena rather than a 
one-off high season event. 
However, confusion generated 
around the holiday let licensing 
issue has led a number of agents 
to move their business 
operations outside of Portugal. 
Even so, the properties 
themselves cannot be moved 
and potentially remain 
vulnerable to attack if not 
prepared. Smaller operators 
often cannot afford to take 
refuge abroad. 

How can Property Managers 
protect themselves against the 
pitfalls of Decree Law n° 39/ 
2008? 

In addition to the “3 C’s” for 
individual property owners - 
Comprehension, Clarity & 
Compliance - there are 
additional ways that Property 
Managers can better organise 
themselves to defend against 
potential problems associated 
with tourist developments: 

a) Separating Services 
It should be obvious that 
Property Management is one 
activity, being a Rental Agent 
is quite another. The latter 


requires a real estate operator’s 
licence issued by “IN Cl” 
(formerly “IMOPPF). 

Although not incompatible, the 
two activities should best be 
kept separate. In the initial 
registration of one’ s business, the 
Economic Activity 

Classification (CAE) would 
better be described as Property 
Management for Others rather 
than providing Furnished 
Accommodations for Tourists. 

b) Internet Advertising 

It is essential to be seen as a 
service provider, merely acting 
as outsourcing Agent on behalf of 
the Owner. Any advertising 
should make explicitly clear that 
the rentals are contracted directly 
between Owner and Renters. 
The Owner may also outsource 
certain services such as 
marketing, rental administration, 
etc. Nevertheless, the purpose 
and applicable legislation must 
be clearly stated. In a set of agreed 
“Terms and Conditions” for any 
lets, it is essential to be explicit 
regarding which legislation 
should apply. On Internet 
Listings, you should have a Legal 
Disclaimer in Portuguese as well 
as in English to clarify the 
intended statutory purpose of 
the listings. 

c) Outsourcing Client 
Accounts 

Many Property Managers run 
internal client accounts where 
they collect money from the 
Owners for expenses as well as 
credit income from rentals. This 
in-house arrangement can work 
when the business is small but 
often becomes stained as volumes 
grows and eventually can easily 
spin out of control. More 
importantly, the practice blurs 
the essential distinction between 


Property Manager and Owner 
by mixing accounts and 
moneys together. 

If, in the other hand, separate 
bank accounts were to be used 
by each Owner with the 
Property Manager intervening 
to make and receive payments 
on behalf of the Owner, the line 
of demarcation would always 
remain clear. An Owner’s funds 
go directly in and out of the 
Owner’s bank account; 
Property Managers would 
reckon separately and be paid 
accordingly for services 
rendered. This “outsourced” 
banking arrangement can 
usually be set up without charge 
to either Property Manager or 
Owner. 

d) Villa Management 
Compliance 

Not only do Owners have to be 
compliant with Eiscal 
Representation requirements 
and filing of annual income tax 
returns. Property Managers 
have their own compliance 
obligations to be met. The 
initial business registration 
mentioned above in a) is only 
the first of a number of 
necessary steps when 
operating a business in 
Portugal. Ifyourbusinessisto 
be a true success, playing by the 
rules is essential in the long run. 
If you act solely as Property 
Manager or merely as an agent 
for the Owner in administering 
holiday lets, being on solid, 
defensible ground is all- 
important when facing a 
potential challenge from 
inspectors. As is always the 
case, clarity, compliance & 
common sense will provide an 
excellent foundation for any on- 
going, successful business. 
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“2009 will be bad for aviation, but not for low cost” 






Just days before Ryanair announced a 
47% drop in profits from its Haif Year 
results 2008 , The Portugal News 
conducted an exclusive interview with the 
low-cost carrier’s charismatic head of 
marketing, Daniel de Carvalho, during 
whirlwind stop-off at Faro airport to 
officially launch four new Ryanair routes 
to and from the Algarve. 


If Ryanairis suffering with the 
current economic crisis, Daniel de 
Carvalho, a key member of the 
company ’ s management, does a 
good job at projecting a positive 
image. 

The four new Faro routes, to 
East Midlands, Liverpool, Glas- 
gow (Prestwick), and 
Dusseldorf (Weeze), were 
launched with pomp and circum- 
stance at an incredible €1 one- 
way all-inclusive give away of- 
fer, on those and other routes, 250 
in total. 

So it may be common sense to 
ask how the company can afford 
to do this, especially given the 
present financial times. 

“We haven’ t noticed losses in 
sales”, Daniel de Carvalho ex- 
plained. “What we did was lower 
our average fares. We were the 
cheapest [airline] in Europe and 
we became even cheaper”, he 
adds. 

Obviously the crisis is having 
an effect but we are still trying to 
persuade passengers to travel by 
making it affordable. 

“We believe next year it will be 
a very bloody year, a bad year for 
aviation, but not for low-cost”, 
he continues. 

This belief was reflected last 
week by Ryanair chief executive 
Michael O’Leary, who said are- 
cession ‘couldkill offallbutfour 
of Europe’s airlines’. 

In his opinion, only British 
Airways, German carrier 
Lufthansa, Air Erance and 
Ryanair would survive in the long 
run. 

Ryanair representatives said 
the company expected to make 
losses over the next six months, 
but that average fares would dip 
by between 15% and 20%. 

However, for this low-cost 
carrier, a recession also seems to 
entail benefits. “A recession gets 
rid of rickety, loss-making air- 
lines and it means we can buy air- 
craft more cheaply”, he said. 

Ryanair are in fact awaiting the 
arrival of 30 new aircraft over the 
next few months, to be distrib- 
uted throughout the company’s 
3 1 European bases. 

Portugal, it has emerged, could 
also be in the running to become 
home to a Ryanair base. 

“Ryanair is expanding, we will 
have more aircraft by next Spring 
and we need somewhere to base 
those aircraft”, Daniel de 
Carvalho told The Portugal 
News, “Along with other inter- 
national airports we are negoti- 
ating with Portuguese airports 
and representatives of ANA, not 
only of Earo and Oporto, but it 
really depends on our competi- 
tion and other factors”. 

As yet in Portugal, Ryanair fly 
to only two national airports, 
Earo and Oporto, though it has 
been rumoured the future Beja 
(Alentejo) airport is negotiating 
with the carrier. 

“Ryanair has a longstanding 


policy concerning rumours and 
speculation, especially regarding 
routes and destinations, so I 
won’t comment on that”, De 
Carvalho said, adding, “Lisbon is 
a very congested airport and it is 
hard to turn an aircraft around 
quickly there. Ryanair needs to 
turn around quickly”, so it seems 
unlikely any new routes will 
emerge from the capital. 

Last year Ryanair introduced 
two new routes, to Madrid and 
Barcelona, from Earo, which de- 
spite having incredibly low fares, 
failed to meet expectations and 
were subsequently withdrawn, 
Barcelona after approximately 
four months, the Madrid route 
lasting around one year.

With this, Ryanair’ s total rev- 
enues by September 30* 2008 
grew by 1 6% to € 1 .

Mary Carlin Yates, says the newly established military structure will likely 
maintain its headquarters in Germany at least through 2012. 


“The base will remain in Stutt- 
gart for the near future and prob- 
ably will not leave before 2012”, 
Ambassador Y ates told j ournal- 
ists in Lisbon earlier this week. 

Yates, who was on a two-day 
visit for talks with Portuguese 
military and civihan officials, said 
it was premature to speculate as 
to a possible future location for 
AFRICOM. 

The sixth US regional military 
command, the first devoted ex- 
clusively to Africa, came to life 
formally last month under the 
command of Gen. William ‘Kip’ 
Ward. 

Yates said Gen. Ward was 
“very enthusiastic” about his 
first contacts with Portuguese 
officials during a visit last June 


and had asked her to return to 
“deepen the dialogue”. 

“It’s very important for us to 
hear and learn from our European 
partners, especially a nation like 
Portugal with a history in (Af- 
rica) which I think has many les- 
sons to teach us”, she said. 

“Portugal is important in Af- 
rica beyond the (five) Portu- 
guese-speaking countries”, the 
Ambassador said. “There are 
many other countries where there 
are many Portuguese and there 
are contacts and information 
here”. 

Y ates was to meet with senior 
military officials in Lisbon, as 
well as with the justice and inte- 
rior ministers and officials of the 
eight-nation Community of Por- 


tuguese Language Countries 
(CPLP). 

She said the creation of 
AFRICOM would help make US 
security ties to Africa “more ef- 
fective”, adding that “improved 
security will bring more prosper- 
ity”. 

The Ambassador declined to 
comment on the impact of the US 
presidential elections on African 
policy but said “the global and 
strategic importance” of the con- 
tinent were “well defined” in 
Washington. 

She underlined what she called 
bipartisan US consensus to 
“back economic growth, support 
stability, and increase democracy 
and governing capacity” in Af- 
rica. TPN/Lusa 


Gulbenkian Foundation to fund further 
restoration of historic Uruguayan city 

Rebuilding of the Portuguese-built historic quarter of the Uruguayan city of Colonia do 
Sacramento could again be funded by the Lisbon-headquartered Gulbenkian 
Foundation, sources involved in the project say. 


Gulbenkian Foundation man- 
agers met on Friday in the Portu- 
guese capital with a delegation 
from the Uruguayan province of 
Colonia, of which Colonia del 
Sacramento is the capital. 

The Portuguese private foun- 
dation has already financed re- 
building of the historic Uru- 


guayan city ’ s wall and its Portu- 
guese museum. Municipal au- 
thorities are now seeking funds 
to restore the original Portuguese 
fort of Sao Pedro de Alcantara. 

Colonia del Sacramento, lying 
accross the River Plate from Bue- 
nos Aires, was designated a 
UNESCO World Heritage site in 


1995. The city was founded in 
1680 by Portugal and later be- 
came contested by Spain, which 
settled the southern bank of the 
River Plate. Colonia became a 
‘bone of contention’ between the 
two crowns for decades and fi- 
nally fell into Spanish hands in 
1777.

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Church blames ‘lack 
ofinformation’ for 
general acceptance 
of euthanasia 



A recent European survey has revealed 
that over half of the Portuguese nation 
is in favour of euthanasia and 47.5 per 
cent say the matter should be put to 
referendum. 

The Church believes this tolerance is 
due to “lack of information” and 
“confusion”; an opinion the General 
Doctors’ Board contests. 


PS Deputy Maria de Belem 
believes these results show fu- 
ture discussion of the matter is 
inevitable. 

And whilst the Church is com- 
pletely against the topic, it does 
believe Catholics need more and 
better information regarding eu- 
thanasia. 

“I think there could be some 
confusion about the meaning of 
the word euthanasia”, the Presi- 
dent of the Portuguese Episcopal 
Conference, Jorge Ortiga, said, 
adding “there are people who 
associate euthanasia with a dig- 
nified death and we have to en- 
lighten Christians about the mat- 
ter, and also about artificially ex- 
tending life”. 

Assisted suicide is a matter 
being debated in many European 
countries at present, and Portu- 
gal is not an exception. It will be 
one of the most controversial 
matters to be discussed in the new 
legislation. 

Maria de Belem said “It is an 
extraordinarily sensitive topic 
that we will have to discuss. 
There is no alternative”. 

“Very sick people wouldn’t 
survive if it wasn’ t for the highly 
sophisticated health systems of 
the West. Many times we as- 
sume a position regarding this 


issue because we know or have 
heard of one case in particular. 
But it cannot be like that, we can- 
not decide based on our own ex- 
periences”. 

In the Church’s opinion, 
voiced by Portuguese Cardinal 
Jose Saraiva Martins, “life can 
not be put to a referendum”. 

The National Board of Doc- 
tors has refused to voice its opin- 
ion on the matter, instead quot- 
ing article 57 of its most recent 
code of deontology, which states 
“The doctor is forbidden from 
assisting suicides, euthanasia, 
and painful deaths”. 

Article 58, however, reads that 
in the case of advanced or pro- 
gressive illnesses, the doctor 
“should tailor his actions to the 
patient’ s well being”. 

“Palliative care makes for the 
most common form of treatment 
in these situations and the best 
way to conform to human dig- 
nity”. 

According to a study commis- 
sioned by the Portuguese Asso- 
ciation for Palliative Care, only 
38 per cent of the nation knows 
the meaning of the expression 
(Palliative Care). But only 10 per 
cent of patients who are termi- 
nally ill or have serious diseases 
have access to that care. 


Health minister calls for 
improved healthcare in 
Lusophone Africa 


Portuguese Health Minister Ana Jorge this week said 
that satisfactory healthcare has to become “a reality” in 
Lusophone African states, stressing too that 
cooperation in this sector between Portugal and Brazil 
can benefit the Community of Portuguese Language 
Countries (CPLP). 


Dr. Jorge, a paediatrician 
turned politician, told a Lisbon 
conference on bilateral health 
cooperation between Portugal 
and Brazil that CPLP states 
need vital assistance to train 


medical staff. Improvement of 
maternal and newborn care and 
combat of infectious disease are 
the priorities in most Portu- 
guese-speaking African coun- 
tries, noted Dr. Jorge. TPN/Lusa

ties with consular accord

EU looks to boost protection of 
animals used in lab tests 



The European Commission this week presented a proposal that aims to strengthen the protection 
of animals still used in scientific procedures in line with the European Union’s Protocol on Animal 
Welfare, ensure a level playing field throughout the EU for industry and enhance the quality of 
research conducted in the EU. 


The new provisions will also 
contribute to minimising as far as 
possible the number of animals 
used in experiments. 

European Environment 
Commissioner Stavros Dimas 
said: “It is absolutely important 
to steer away from testing on 
animals. Scientific research must 
focus on finding alternative 
methods to animal testing, but 
where alternatives are not avail- 
able the situation of animals still 
used in experiments must be im- 
proved”. 

In a press statement, the Com- 
mission explained the objective 
of the proposal is to strengthen 
the EU legislation in force on the 
protection of animals used for 
experimental purposes, notably 
by requiring ethical evaluations 
to be carried out before projects 
using animals are authorised and 
by laying down minimum re- 
quirements onhousing and animal 
care. 

The proposed directive in- 
cludes within its scope animals 
used in basic research, education 
and training. It covers all live non- 
human vertebrate animals plus 
certain other species likely to 
experience pain. 

The use of non-human pri- 
mates is subject to restrictions, 
and the proposal also introduces 
a ban on the use of great apes - 


chimpanzees, bonobos, gorillas 
and orangutans - in scientific 
procedures. 

Only when survival of the spe- 
cies itself is at stake, or in the case 
of an unexpected outbreak of a 
life-threatening or debilitating 
disease in human beings, can a 
Member State exceptionally be 
granted permission for their use, 
the EC explains. 

At present it is not possible to 
ban outright the use of animals 
for safety testing or biomedical 
research. The proposed revision 
thus seeks to ensure that animals 
are used only where no other 
means are available. Their use 
must be fully justifiable and the 
expected benefits must outweigh 
the harm caused to the animals. 
The proposal would also ensure 
that animals receive suitable care 
and treatment such as appropri- 
ately sized cages and an environ- 
ment adapted to each species. 
These provisions would be con- 
tinually monitored. 

The proposed revision would 
also require projects involving 
animals to be authorised by a 
competent authority before they 
can go ahead. Organisations 
wishing to breed, supply or use 
animals would be obliged to seek 
authorisation for their activities 
and for the personnel working 
with the animals. 
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Oeiras to build 
twelve new hotels 


Oeiras’ tourist capacity is set to 
doubie in the next five years as the 
Councii has just approved a pian to 
buiid tweive new hoteis. One of the 
Oeiras Tourism Strategic Pianning’s 
objectives is to cater to the growing 
interest tourists have in Oeiras, a 
councii which has had a 100% rise 
in hotei reservations between 2003 
and 2007. 


On a press day at Oeiras, 
Carlos Oliveira, Oeiras Tourism 
Councillor, said the council 
wants to add other types of tour- 
ists to the business tourist per- 
spective by promoting art, his- 
tory, cultural buildings and gas- 
tronomy; areas which so far 
haven’t been explored by the 
Council. Oeiras will be invest- 
ing in Nautical Tourism as well 
because Recreio Port (the only 
port in Portugal with a Blue Flag) 
is always full and with a waiting 
list that exceeds twice its capac- 
ity: “We are planning to build at 
least two more marinas, one in 


Pa^o de Arcos and another in 
Cruz Quebrada” said Carlos 
Oliveira. With no specific de- 
tails, the councillor also pointed 
towards sport as an important 
aspect of attracting tourism, 
speaking of the possibility of 
renovating the Jamor Stadium. 

To support these new strat- 
egies, the council will bring in 
twelve new hotels in five years, 
adding 2,200 beds to the current 
2,049. The hotels will be built 
at Tagus Park Golf, Fontamhas, 
Fundi 9 ao de Oeiras, Lagos Park 
and Palacio de Arcos, among 
other areas.

As of November Lisbon 
will be lit up in all its festive 
glory, spread throughout 24 
streets and 1 5 squares, 
including areas that have 
never before been 
decorated, like the 
riverside. 

For the first time ever the 
City’s Christmas lights, which 
will be officially switched on on 
November 15*, have been fully 
financed from private funds, con- 
tracted through a public tender. 

The total investment has been 
calculated at between two and 
three million euros, footed by 
Multimedia Outdoors Portugal, 
whose imagery will be ‘inte- 
grated’ in the project, ‘but not ex- 
cessive’, said a spokesperson. 

Local councils are to put for- 
ward €200,000 for parishes and 
neighbourhood illuminations. 


Cascais to redirect traffic 



Killer gets sentence 
longer than his age 



A 1 7 year old gang member from Sintra has been given a nineteen 
and a half year sentence after killing a young rival over a hat and 
consequently fatally shooting a friend by accident. The Court 
considered the sentence ‘light’ due to the severity of the crime and by 
the fact he did not show any regrets for killing two people of his age. 


The centre of Cascais will soon be having several traffic alterations 
in order to ease the flow that constantly clogs up the coastal 
council’s roads. Traffic coming from the Marginal will be split and, 
in January, the road near Bala Hotel will have traffic heading in 
both directions. 


Cascais Council put forward a 
proposal to a private company 
which presented their idea last 
week, October 30*, at the Cascais 
Cultural Centre. “This study 
shows us it is possible to re-es- 
tablish traffic in both directions, 
because there are four lanes in 
each stretch, with the advantage 
of being able to split the lanes, 
which will give alternatives to 
drivers entering Cascais and fa- 
vour those leaving” said Antonio 
Capucho, Cascais Mayor. The 
plan presented to the Mayor also 
suggests a tunnel that will allow 
drivers to avoid the entrance 
roundabout in Cascais, but he is 
hoping it will not be necessary 
due to the elevated costs and fu- 
ture renovations at the train sta- 
tion nearby, which might cause 
problems. 

The Mayor promised two big 
changes for January: allowing 
traffic to pass in both directions 
near the Baia Hotel, for tourism 
and traffic flow reasons, and re- 
moving the traffic lights at 25 de 
Abril Avenue, forcing traffic 
coming from the village to take 
an alternative turn off near the 
Courts. 


“The mid and long term plan 
will favour pedestrians, public 
transportation access to the cen- 
tre of the village and comple- 
mentary measures which will 
favour mobility” said Antonio 
Capucho. 


The men were being used as 
drug ‘mules’ and hid the drugs 
in their clothes and in secret 
compartments of their suit- 
cases.

sell it in Spain, Portugal and 
Italy. 

The men had been targeted 
beforehand in investigations 
carried out by the Portuguese 
Drug Enforcement Agency 
(DCITE), in conjunction with 
similar foreign agencies and In- 
terpol, and with the coopera- 
tion of Immigration Control 
(SEE) and Customs officials. 


“You killed the young 
man mercilessly when he 
was with his back turned to 
you. All because of a 
Lacoste hat” said the judge, 
confirming the young man’ s 
anti-social behaviour and 
his involvement in other 
criminal acts. 

The murder took place 
when the Rio de Mouro gang 
met with the Cacem gang to 
settle quarrels over a 
Lacoste hat that was stolen 
from the individual. Edgar 
E. shot his rival, Osvaldo 
Beagi, in the head and kept 
on shooting, accidentally 
killing his friend, Erancisco 
Silva, during the attack. 

The jury considered the 
individual’s actions even 
more sinister as he used his 
loaded 6.35 mm handgun in 
a public place with the 
knowledge it could kill: 
“What happened was very 
serious. Y ou killed a young 
man in the most barbaric 
way and then continued 
shooting. And you accept 
this with no remorse, not 
showing any emotions by 
the fact you killed two 
young people your age” 
said Judge Americo 
Louren^o. 

His sentence was re- 
duced as he confessed to the 
crime and cooperated with

Judiciary Police arrested seven men, 
from Argentina, Brazil and Guinea, at 
Lisbon Airport last week after authorities 
found over 60,000 individual doses of 
cocaine in their possession.

ing over his gun, which he 
bought for €50. 

The judge also explained 
that his age made the sentence 
more lenient: “You will have a 
lot of time to reflect. I hope

weapon for ‘vanity’: “That 
exhibitionism is unaccept- 
able. Reflect on your pos- 
ture and behaviour in jail.”

The Algarve Wine Society celebrated Halloween last Friday with a sumptuous tasting of twelve different Estremoz wines at 
the Boca do Rio Resort Hotel near Portimao. It was indeed a treat, with no tricks attached. Many of the Society’s members 
arrived dressed for the occasion, which added considerable colour (mainly orange and black) and fun to the proceedings. 


The format for this tasting was 
a unique one, with three different 
producers presenting their wines 
to the 70 members attending. First 
up was Luis Louro, representing 
both his father’ s Quinta do Mouro 
winery and his own Adega do 
Monte Branco. The Casa dos 
Zagalos 2005 and the Quinta do 
Mouro 2004 were revelations and 
the Alento 2007 white and red 
were felt to be wonderful value for 
money. The white, in fact, was so 
good the Society immediately de- 
cided to include it in the menu for 
their traditional Christmas lunch 
in December. 

Luis was followed by Thomas 
and Maria Jose de Lima Mayer, 
two old and dear friends of the 
Algarve Wine Society. Thomaz 
presented his Subsidio and Lima 
Mayer wines (the latter a delecta- 
ble blend of syrah, aragonez, 
cabernet sauvignon, petit verdot 
and alicante bouschet that to- 
gether give the wine a beautiful 
ruby colour and a striking fruity 
aroma). His piece de resistance, 
however, was his entirely new 
Petit Verdot 2006, asingle varietal 
that is rather uncommon but 
which proved to be superb. This 
is a wine that, thanks to its 14 
months of aginginFrenchoakbar- 
rels, has great complexity and an 
enduring finish. Only 3,000 bot- 
tles were produced and the Soci- 
ety was honored to be the first to 
be given a taste. 


The third and final producer 
was Encostas de Estremoz. 
Duarte Silva presented five of this 
winery ’ s excellent products. First 
were the Terras de Estremoz 2007 
white and 2005 red, two wonder- 
ful but very reasonably priced 
wines . They were followed by the 
Quinta da Esperan9a 2005, a 
lovely soft red that was so good it 
was served with the dinner that 
followed. Last, but certainly not 
least, were two Encostas de 
Estremoz single varietals - a 
Trincadeira and a T ouriga Eranca 
2004. Both were fine examples of 
the winemaker’ s art and much ap- 
preciated by the tasters. 

Eollowing the tasting the Boca 
do Rio served everyone with afine 
3 coursedinnerfeaturingroastveal 
‘lafoes style’. A spirited raffle, 
with a large number of wine and 
wine-related prizes, finished off 
the evening. 

The Algarve Wine Society’s 
2008 programme will end with its 
Christmas lunch at the Sheraton 
Pine Cliffs Pavillion on December 
10*, but planning is well under

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Algarve too hot for tourism? 




If a recent study is to be believed, by 
the year 21 00, due to global warming, 
most of the Portuguese coastline will 
be waterlogged and temperatures in 
the Algarve will soar, becoming a 
playground for swarms of bugs and 
parasites and forcing tourists to head 
north. 


The study, exploring the ef- 
fects of climate change on Iberian 
destinations to the end of the 2P‘ 
century, was carried out by the 
Estoril Higher School for Tour- 
ism and Hospitality (ESHTE), 
its predictions being described as 
“worrying”, by Eunice 
Gonsalves, head of the ESHTE’ s 
directive board and co-author of 
the study. 

“The study was devised to 
warn people that if nothing is 
done to prevent the predicted 
future there are strong probabili- 
ties this catastrophic scenario 
will become a reality”, she said. 

Rises in average temperatures 
of up to six degrees are forecast 
by the study for the Algarve, fig- 
ures that have been predicted by 
other recent studies and surveys. 

As a consequence, it has been 
predicted that tourist flows will 
start to head north, in search of 
cooler temperatures, and that 
winter will become the high sea-

Money gets 
cheaper 

Analysts were this week forecasting interest rates in the Eurozone to fall 
to as low as two percent next year, in the wake of the European Central 
Bank announcing a cut in the indicator for the marginal lending facility 
by 50 basis points. With rates in the U.S. at an all time low, coupled with 
the Bank of England’s dramatic and unprecedented slash of 1 .5 basis 
points in its rate, the move announced on Thursday afternoon by the 
ECB was widely anticipated by market analysts. A second cut, to at 
least 3.0 percent, from the current rate of 3.25 percent, is expected just 
before consumers are set to rush out for last-minute Christmas 
shopping or gearing up to take advantage of winter sales. Meanwhile, 
home owners in Portugal can look forward to cheaper repayments, 
which in many cases will amount to three-digit savings.

Portugal’s main stock market, 
the PSI-20 climbed by 20 percent 
earlier in the week, as the shares of 
major players in the country 
climbed in anticipation of an ECB 
rate cut. 

WhUe the market has remained 
steady this week after earlier re- 
cording six successive and consid- 
erable rises initiated last week, it is 


stUl short of recovering the 45 per- 
cent wiped off share values since 
January. 

The rate cuts were deemed nec- 
essary not only to install confi- 
dence in troubled European mar- 
kets such as Lisbon, but also to 
stimulate growth in the buckling 
Eurozone economy. 

In the summer, the ECB were in 
the midst of consecutive rate 
hikes, with soaring fuel prices, 
which resulted in higher inflation, 
the j ustification for the unpopular 
decisions. 

But with growth now expected 
to fall well beneath one percent in 
the Eurozone in 2009, inflation is 
expected to dwindle, irrespective 
of lowering interest rates. 

Earlier in the year, inflation was 
sitting at four percent and at immi- 
nent risk of rising further, but this 
indicator has now fallen to 3 .2 per- 
cent. 

Expectations are that this figure 
will have plummeted to around 
two percent at the end of next sum- 
mer. 


Coupled with oil costing around 
60 dollars a barrel, the ECB ’ s rate 
cuts are at little risk of provoking a 
spending frenzy, despite being in- 
tended to encourage consumers to 
take advantage of cheaper credit. 

Analysts beheve that the ECB 
is ready to reduce interest rates fur- 
ther, but fears that a massive cut 
will be seen as a desperate move and 
annul the desired effect of boost- 
ing consumer confidence and sub- 
sequent growth. 

The impact for mortgage lend- 
ers is expected to be positive in the 
coming months, and should serve 
to kick-start a stagnating real estate 
market. 

Should rate cuts persist in the 
coming months as has been pre- 
dicted, monthly repayments will 
drop by around 20 percent. 

A mortgage of 100,000 euros 
contracted for 30 years, will there- 
fore become cheaper to repay by 
around 100 euros a month, which 
equates to slightly more than ten 
percent of the average national sal- 
ary.

The two countries (or one 
country, if you prefer) broke 
apart almost sixty years ago, and 
until this week it was not even 
possible to travel directly be- 
tween them: Taiwan-China 

flights had to go through Hong 
Kong, and ships had to stop off 
en route at the Japanese island 
of Okinawa. The 180-km-wide 
(110-mile-wide) Taiwan Strait 
remains one of the most heavily 
militarised regions in the world, 
with an estimated 1 ,300 Chinese 
missiles pointing at the island of 
Taiwan. 

Even under the new govern- 
ment of President Ma Ying-jeou, 
which is committed to improv- 
ing relations with the mainland, 
Taiwan keeps its defences up. 
Taipei recently signed its larg- 
est-ever arms deal with the US, 
agreeing on a $6.5 billion pack- 
age of guided missiles, attack 
helicopters and other advanced 
weaponry. Beijing retaliated by 
cancelling a series of scheduled 
meetings between Chinese and 
US generals — but it did not 
cancel the visit of Chen Yunlin, 
the most senior Communist of- 
ficial ever to set foot in Taiwan. 

Chen is not formally a mem- 
ber of the Chinese government, 
because Beijing sees Taiwan as 
a renegade province, not a legiti- 
mate state. He is officially the 
head of a non-governmental or- 
ganisation called the Associa- 
tion for Relations across the T ai- 
wan Strait, and his host, Chiang 
Pin-kung, is the chairman of a 
similar Taiwanese NGO, the 
Straits Exchange Eoundation. 
But that is just a charade to save 
everybody’ s face: this is really a 
serious encounter between two 
governments. 

The first results of the encoun- 
ter are already known: in future, 
cargo ships will be allowed to sail 
directly between Taiwanese and 
Chinese ports, and there will be 
over a hundred direct flights a 
week between cities in Taiwan 
and China. There are hopes, es- 
pecially in Taiwan, that this will 
lead to greatly increased trade be- 
tween the two sides, and the next 
round of talks (which will be held 
every six months) will focus on 
closer financial ties as well.

But where is all this leading? 
Reunification? The opposition 
Democratic Progressive Party 
(DPP) in Taiwan fears so, and a 
million of its supporters demon- 
strated against the meeting 
across Taiwan last week, but 
President Ma swears that he will 
make no moves that compromise 
Taiwan’s sovereignty. 

Well, then, could there be a 
permanent two- state solution in 
which Beijing and T aipei recog- 
nise each other as legitimate 
governments of independent 
countries? Beijing’s leaders 
would rather die in a ditch, and 
so would many ordinary Chinese 
for whom the unity of the moth- 
erland is sacred. The truth is that 
neither side really knows the 
destination of this voyage, but 
they are nevertheless setting out 
together. 

There have been great 
changes in China, where pros- 
perity has soared and the ruling 
Communist Party has scrapped 
most of its ideology over the past 
quarter-century, but T aiwan has 
changed even more. Sixty years 
ago, after all, the Nationalist 
Party that ruled the island for so 
long was almost identical to the 
Communist Party in its struc- 
ture, its nationalism, and its au- 
thoritarian style. 

Both parties were formed in 
the wave of nationalist fervour 
that swept China after the 191 1 
revolution overthrew the mon- 
archy, and Chiang Kai-shek, 
who led the Nationalist Party for 
fifty years until his death in 
1975, was just as autocratic as 
his great rival Mao Zedong, the 
leader of the Communist Party. 
But the Nationalists lost the civil 
war in 1949 and withdrew to 
Taiwan, where American sea- 
power prevented the Commu- 
nists from following, and so 
Taipei became the seat of the 
government-in-exile of the Re- 
public of China. 

That, at least, was how 
Chiang saw it, and he harshly 
suppressed any expressions of 
Taiwan separatism. His dream 
was to return to Beijing in tri- 
umph as the leader of a reunited 
China. But in the quarter-cen- 
tury after Chiang’ s death the 
Nationalist Party in Taiwan, 
while remaining dedicated to a 
united China in principle, gradu- 
ally moved towards a fully 
democratic system — and so lost 
power in 2000 to a separatist 
party that wanted to declare an 
independent Taiwan. 

There was genuine support for 
that goal in Taiwan, especially in 
the south, but it was never a real 
possibility: Beijing made it clear 
that a declaration of independ- 
ence would trigger an invasion. 
So after eight years of economic 
stagnation and growing corrup- 
tion, the separatist DPP lost 
power in last March’s elections, 
and the Nationalists returned to 
power under Ma. They remain 
committed in principle to the 
reunification of China, but not 
under a Communist dictatorship. 


Improving trade with China 
is very important to Taiwan, 
which has not done well eco- 
nomically in recent years: the 


average Taiwanese still earns 
about five times as much as 
the average mainland Chi- 
nese, but the gap is narrowing 


fast. However, closer political 
ties are more problematic, and 
the military still stand ready on 
both sides of the straits. The 


two governments may be set- 
ting off on a voyage to no- 
where, but at least it has 
started well.

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Try out new types of tulips 




If you haven’t planted your spring-flowering bulbs yet, tulips can be 
planted in November and December to produce fantastic flowers from 
February to late May. 


There are so many varieties 
available, it’s difficult to know 
which to choose, which will with- 
stand harsh winds without fall- 
ing over, which are better for a 
formal bedding display or a tub, 
and which will match your exist- 


ing plants. Researchers from 
Which? Gardening, the Consum- 
ers ’ Association magazine, put 
some new tulip varieties on trial 
last spring to find out the best- 
looking, longest-flowering and 
sturdiest new tulips. 


Among the best buys were the 
lily-flowered ‘Purple Dream’ 
(Peter Nyssen, 0161 747 4000, 
www.peternyssen.com), whose 
long- stemmed purple flowers 
reached 19cm across and formed 
a block of brilliant colour, open- 


ing in early April until the begin- 
ning of May. Also, the vibrant 
yellow Darwin hybrid ‘Jaap 
Groot’ (Jacques Amand, tel. 00 
44 (0)208 420 7110, website: 
www.jacquesamand.com), 
which has fleshy leaves with an 
ivory edge, forming a vase shape 
beneath the flower. ‘Eternal 
Flame’, also available from 
Jacques Amand, was another to 
impress. 

If you are after scent, a good 
early-flowering type is ‘India’ 
(Rose Cottage Plants, tel. 00 44 
(0)199 257 3775, website: 
w w w . ro sec ottageplants . co . uk) , 
with apricot-pink petals, but 
whose stems bent a little in the 
rain. 

My own personal favourites 
are ‘Queen of Night’, a tall, 
sturdy variety almost black in 
colour, which contrasts beauti- 
fully with the sharp acid colours 
of wallflowers and some ever- 
greens. 

Tulips should be grown in sun 
or partial shade in as sheltered a 
spot as possible so they are not 
flattened by the wind and rain. 
They thrive in fertile, well- 
drained soil. 

Planting can be delayed until 
November to avoid fungal dis- 
eases. Plant bulbs 10-20cm apart 
and at three times more of their 
own depth in the soil. They can 
be planted closer in pots, but 
don’t forget to put a layer of 
crocks in the bottom of your pot 
to ensure good drainage, and mix 
grit and slow-release plant food 
into multipurpose compost be- 
fore you plant. 

I always keep my container 
bulbs close to the house and shel- 
tered from the rain to mi ni mise the 
risk of bulbs rotting. Place your 
pots on plant feet to ensure the 
damp doesn’t come up through 
the pot, which will also rot your 
bulbs. 

If you want earlier flowers, 
you can force bulbs by planting 
up the pots in November and 
keeping them in a cool, darkplace. 
When the buds appear in Decem- 
ber, they can be moved to a cool, 
light spot - and after two weeks

can be brought indoors for flow- 
ering in February. 

Increasingly, tulips can be left 
in the ground over the winter to 
emerge again next year, but if you 
live in a cold area with heavy soil, 
it’s best to lift bulbs after the 
flowers and leaves have died 
down to increase the likelihood 
of getting flowers next year. 

Of course, tulips are well 
known for making striking, uni- 
form displays in borders, but 
they can be incorporated into a 
wealth of schemes, even the 


humble vegetable patch. Plant 
early cabbages and other veg be- 
tween the rows, and soon the 
dying foliage of the tulips will be 
camouflaged by the growing veg- 
etables.

Three ways to... 

Make the most of spring bulbs in pots 

1 . Plant varieties such as muscari (grape hyacinth) closely to- 
gether as stand-alone specimens in terracotta pots to make more 
of an impression. 

2. If you don’t want to plant winter bedding while waiting for 
the bulbs to emerge, sow grass seed over the compost once the 
bulbs have been planted to provide a green surface over the pots 
and a lovely background for the bulbs as they grow. 

3. For a succession of flowers in one big pot, plant in layers. On 
the top, use dwarf, early-flowering bulbs. Beneath these, plant 
early-flowering narcissi, and on the lowest layer plant late-flow- 

, ering tulips.

Self-blanching celery 


It may be a more challenging 
veg for the average gardener, but 
the crisp texture and wonderful 
flavour of celery you’ve grown 
yourself far outweighs any you ’ 11 
find in a supermarket. 

If you use self-blanching vari- 
eties which don’ t need trenching, 
the job will be easier, although 
these varieties can’ t be left in the 
ground once the first frosts come. 

Celery is best grown in a veg- 
etable patch and prefers an open 
site with a fertile soil that holds 
moisture well. If the soil is acid 
you’ 11 need to add lime to raise the 
pH to 7.0 (neutral). 

Self-blanching celery should 
be grown in a block, with plants 
close together so they shade each 
other, thus lengthening and 
blanching the stems. 

Sow seeds under heated glass 


between mid-March and early 
April. They need light to germi- 
nate, so sow them on the surface 
of the compost and cover them 
lightly with vermiculite. When 
they have four to six leaves, thin 
them out and harden them off af- 
ter the last frosts. 

For self-blanching types, dig 
a bed in April, adding manure or 
compost and rake in a general fer- 
tiliser in May, prior to planting. 

Keep the plants well watered 
in dry weather, and with self- 
blanching celery tuck straw be- 
tween the plants which form the 
outside lines of the bed. Harvest- 
ing should begin in August and 
end before the first frosts. 

Good varieties include ‘Victo- 
ria’, ‘Fathom Self-Blanching’ and 
‘Pink Champagne’ , one of the few 
pink self-blanching varieties. 


Top tips for: 

Creating focal points 

1 . Place several tall obelisks within your vegetable garden to 
host runner beans. Sweet peas can be planted with them to en- 
courage increased pollination from bees and therefore better 
crops. 

2. Invest in a generous-sized container to place among foli- 
age which will enhance its architectural line. The container can 
often remain unplanted. 

3. Stone statues often look great against a deep green back- 
ground, but also look wonderful surrounded in winter by the 
frosted foliage of plants such as rosemary.

her husband Patrick run the 
S.C.C. They emigrated from 
Holland in Nov 2008 with their 
three children, Melissa, Luke and 
Joel.

Fobo and Jacinta, pour hot wax 
into a j ug and into molds to make 
fluted candles. The wax is col- 
oured with old wax crayons. 
They make nice fun colours and 
we sell them for R.5 .a pair. This 
is one of our small income pro- 
ducing projects. The girls also 
make Vaseline. In summer we 
grow many vegetables. 

6. Food Parcels. 

Once a month we give out food 
parcels to vulnerable children hv- 
ing in the nearby villages. The 
poorer kids will survive on 
mealy-pap and cabbage. We 
supplement this basic diet with 
oil, beans, rice, soya mince, salt, 
soap and instant pap. Clothes 
are given as and when they are 
needed. This is Patrick helping 
give out parcels. 

V.Prince Seeiso (sayeeso) 
visits our Semonkong Shep- 
herds School.. 

Prince Seeiso is the younger 
brother of our King Letsie 3rd. 
He is also founder of ‘Sentebale’ 
along with our own Prince Harry. 
Prince Seeiso enjoys singing with 
our students and he is a big en- 
couragement to all. Julius 
Maj oro is in charge of the Shep- 
herds School and he has more 
than fifty local shepherds en- 
rolled. They study 4 nights a 
week. WE give them a hot meal 
too. Just to set the record 
straight, someone thought that 
we were training boys to be shep- 
herds! Not so! There are more 
than 60,000 shepherds in 
Lesotho and most have no edu- 
cation. Julius teaches basic lit- 
eracy. This year the Gov’t of 


Lesotho set exams for the shep- 
herds. We wait the results ! 

S.Fusi in winter! 

It’s a wonderful photo! This 
is what aU our boys look like when 
it is bitterly cold. Everyone 
wears many layers to keep warm. 
Even the Police will cover their 
uniforms with a big B asotho blan- 
ket. Y ou are not considered to be 
properly dressed if you do not 
wear a blanket. 

Eusi is 10 years old. He was 
orphaned and sent to the Cattle 
Post when he was 8 .to learn to be 
a shepherd. Its a tough frighten- 
ing life living in the open on the 
high mountains. His Uncle 
Thema, a Zion Minister, brought 
him to us to live-in. He started 
school and is consistently No. 1 . 
in class. He also has abig brilliant 
smile but sorry, you can’t see it 
in winter ! Our winter is Portugal ’ s 
summer. 

With the number of orphans 
steadily increasing in Lesotho, 
we are very grateful for every 
prayer and any donations. Its 
hands-on giving and we have no 
office expenses so your gift goes 
to help an orphan. Thank-you 
and God bless you, Jill.

Pumpkins soups 


Chicken and pumpkin Laksa (Serves 4) 

Paste: 

2 bird’s eye chillies, chopped 

2 lemongrass stems, white part only, chopped 
4 red Asian shallots, peeled 

Itbsp chopped ginger 
Itsp ground turmeric 

3 candlenuts (optional, andif these can’t be sourced macadamia 
nuts are a good substitute) 

The soup: 

1 lOg (3 3/4oz) dried rice noodle sticks 
Itbsp peanut oil 

250g (9oz) butternut pumpkin (squash), cut into chunks 

800ml (28fl oz) coconut milk 

600g (11b 5 oz) chicken breast fillets, cut into cubes 

2tbsp lime juice 

Itbsp fish sauce 

90g (3 l/4oz) bean sprouts 

15g (1/2 oz) torn basil 

lOg (1/4 oz) torn mint 

50g (1 3/4 oz/ 1/2 cup) unsalted peanuts, toasted and chopped 
1 lime, cut into quarters 


Put all the paste ingredients 
in a food processor with one 
tablespoon of water and 
blend until smooth. 

Soak the noodles in boiling 
water for 15-20 minutes. 
Drain. 

Meanwhile, heat the oil in 
a wok and swirl to coat. Add 
the paste and stir over low 
heat for five minutes, or until 


aromatic. Add the pumpkin 
and coconut milk and simmer 
for 10 minutes. Add the 
chicken and simmer for 20 
minutes. Stir in the lime juice 
and fish sauce. 

Divide the noodles among 
four deep serving bowls, then 
ladle the soup over them. 

Top with the bean sprouts, 
basil, mint, peanuts and lime.

Countdown to Christmas 

Christmas treats - traditions to tummies 


The pull of much of Christ- 
mas relates to its history - our 
personal stories of the wonder 
of our Christmases past and the 
hundreds of years of tradition 
packed into the morsels which 
make up this special holiday. 

Food carries much of this sen- 
sory significance. Think of the 
spicey smell of a freshly baked 
gingerbread, popped in your 
mouth. Savour the first spoon 
of Christmas pudding. 

The pudding we now asso- 
ciate with Christmas dates to 
the 15th century. It was a first 
course containing meat (beef or 
mutton), onions, root vegeta- 
bles and dried fruit. As more 
dried fruit became available in 
the 16th century, these were 
added and the meat and vegeta- 
bles cut back untU only suet and 
sometimes carrot are the re- 
mains of this more savoury 
pudding. By 1670, this pud- 
ding was specifically associated 
with Christmas. 

Holly, and a sprig of arbutus, 
topped the pudding to keep 
away witches . The insertion of 
charms and coins could date 
from Stuart or Victorian Eng- 
land. Only the coin remains of 
the six objects traditionally 
mixed into the pudding for luck: 
2 rings for love, a sixpence for 
prosperity, 1 trouser button for 


the bachelor, 1 thimble for the 
spinster and 1 little pig for the 
glutton. 

It is not recorded who made 
the first cake with fruit, honey, 
nuts andalcohofbutitdates from 
before the birth of Christ. 
Initally a bread with fruit, rich 
fruit cakes as we know them 
originate in the 18th century 
and were made to reduce spoil- 
age and for their travelhng quali- 
ties. 

Queen Elizabeth I is credited 
with the first gingerbread men. 
She favoured important visitors 
with likenesses of themselves 
stamped in this spicey dough. 
Initally the shapes were beauti- 
fully carved wooden moulds and 
the designs were impressed 
rather than cut. 

Sweet Narilyn has made a 
delicious reputation supplying 
cakes and puddings to the Al- 
garve including yummy Christ- 
mas puddings with brandy but- 
ter, moist fruit cakes and crisp 
gingerbread men. Y ou can con- 
tact her at 282 458 39 1 or treat 
yourself at the Women’s Net- 
work Christmas Eair, being held 
as usual on Dec. 1 from 1 1 am to 
5 pm at the Hotel Garbe 
Armacao de Pera. There will 
also be many other wonderful 
stalls can inspire your Christ- 
mas decorating and gift giving.

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Demystifying chemotherapy 


Cancer treatment chemotherapy has long been associated with painful 
side effects, including hair loss and nausea. Here we attempt to 
demystify the treatment and hear from people who have undergone it, 
as well as offering advice for those caring for friends and family as they 
go through chemotherapy. 


Chemotherapy is hailed as a 
life-saving drug, but the thought 
of the side effects it brings, from 
nausea to hair loss, strikes fear 
into most cancer sufferers. 

In the past decade though, 
vast improvements in the treat- 
ment mean that many side effects 
have been minimised and it has 
less of a life-altering impact. 

There are more than 200 
types of cancer and 50 different 
chemotherapy drugs used to 
treat the disease, which work by 
rapidly destroying cancer cells. 
Breast cancer is one of the can- 
cers which has most benefitted 
from chemotherapy. 

As with any form of cancer, 
treatment depends on the indi- 
vidual and not everyone diag- 
nosed with breast cancer will re- 


ceive chemotherapy, but it is 
most often used after surgery to 
stop cancerous cells from repro- 
ducing and spreading. 

In the UK around 44,600 
people are diagnosed with breast 
cancer each year, andjustovera 
quarter of those will die, but sur- 
vival rates are improving world- 
wide thanks in part to improve- 
ments in treatments available. 

Oncology nurse Maria has 
been helping breast cancer suf- 
ferers since the early 1980s and 
has seen many changes over the 
years in the way chemotherapy 
is given. 

“One of the biggest changes is 
the different combinations in 
drugs we now have for breast can- 
cer, which has impacted on the 
survival of breast cancer treat- 


ment,” she says. “And with the 
advances in anti-nausea drugs, 
there’s now a lot more that can 
be done to reduce the symptoms 
chemotherapy produces. 

“If you had chemotherapy 
back in the 80s, the chances were 
you’d have had to stay in hos- 
pital over several days, whereas 
now people will have the treat- 
ment as an outpatient, which is 
better as people prefer to be at 
home around their family and get 
some normality in their lives. 

“Most people get through 
chemotherapy reasonably well. 


but it’ s still quite a serious treat- 
ment,” Maria continues. “Be- 
cause of the side effects, I think 
chemo will always strike a degree 
of fear into people, but it’ s amaz- 
ing how many people can cope 
with the treatment and the side 
effects.” 

WHAT CAN YOU EXPECT? 

Chemotherapy for breast 
cancer is given as an infusion, a 
combination of drugs specific to 
the patient, depending on fac- 
tors such as the type of tumour 
and the patient’ s age and general 
health. 

Most commonly, the drugs 
are drip-fed alternately with sa- 
line solution directly into a vein 
for anything between half an 
hour to several hours, before the 
patient is given a rest period of 
three to four weeks.

Many people feel unwell a 
day or two after the treatment, 
so it’ s best not to have any com- 
mitments and just take a couple 
of days to rest, says Maria. 
Most people start to recover a 
week or two after treatment. 

The cycles of treatment and 
rest will last up to six months and 
side effects vary between pa- 
tients, depending on the drugs, 
so it’s up to the individual 
whether they take time off work. 

“There are no hard and fast 
rules about working when you 
have chemotherapy, but the 
most important thing is to do 
what feels right for you,” Maria 
says. 

“It can be quite difficult try- 
ing to do a stressful and demand- 
ing j oh whilst having chemo and 
many people find taking time off 
and then staggering their return 
to work helpful.” 

Hair loss or thinning will usu- 
ally be a side effect of the type 
of drugs used to treat invasive 
(primary) breast cancer. “This 
can be one of the difficult things 
for women to adjust to,” says 
Maria. 

“Many women will have had 
breast surgery, so it adds to the 
problems of body image that 
they’re already trying to deal 
with.” 



Nausea levels vary quite a lot 
between patients. Maria adds, 
“Chemo will inevitably produce 
some degree of nausea but the 
severity will depend on the in- 
dividual. It can last for a day or 
two whereas some people even 
get anticipatory nausea, so even 
the sight of the clinic can bring 
those feelings on.” 
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Some patients can get a sore 
mouth during the therapy, 
which means that bland foods 
or dairy products may be easier 
to eat. Other patients have re- 
ported a metallic taste which 
alters the flavour of food, so 
stronger foods like curry are 
good to counteract it. 

People may put on weight 
during chemo, so Maria recom- 
mends sticking to a normal 
healthy diet to maintain body 
weight and being as active as 
you can. 

Once the course of treatment 
is over, the immediate side ef- 
fects, such as vomiting, will re- 


duce in a few days, but it can 
take a few months for hair to 
grow back and fatigue, one of 
the biggest side effects, may 
linger. 

COPING WITH 
CHEMOTHERAPY 

Wendy Peake, 55, was diag- 
nosed with breast cancer and had 
a lump removed. When her body 
didn’t respond to hormone 
therapy, her doctor suggested 
she have a course of chemo- 
therapy to make sure the can- 
cer didn’t return. 

“I refused,” says Wendy. “I 
thought to myself ‘oh well it’s 
gone, so why do I need to have 


chemo?’ I didn’t want to lose 
my hair, I didn’ t want all the side 
effects.” 

Even when her doctor ex- 
plained that it would improve 
her 10-year survival rate by 8%, 
she was still reluctant. “It 
didn’t sound a lot for every- 
thing I would have to go 
through, but the doctor said 
most people would bite his hand 
off for a two per cent improve- 
ment.” 

Wendy’s doctor booked her 
in for a chemotherapy appoint- 
ment for a couple of weeks time 
and told her to go away and 
think about it. During that time 
W endy did as much research as 
she could about the treatment. 

Having decided to go ahead 
with chemotherapy, Wendy 
met the oncology nurse to talk 
through the procedure and pos- 
sible side effects. “The only 
thing they can tell you for sure 
is there’s a 99% chance you’ll 
lose your hair. They tell you 
what happens to most people 
and then you think the worst 
and that you’re going to get 
every single side effect.” 

She remembers the first 
treatment, when she was put on 
a drip. “You haven’t got a clue 
what ’ s going to happen . You ’ re 
there for three hours thinking ‘I 
still feel OK’ other than the fact 
you’re bursting for the toilet!” 
she adds, with a laugh. 

Wendy admits she might be 
an unusual case, but says that 
during the course of treatment 
she never once felt sick. 

“The first three days after 
treatment I was absolutely fine, 
then I would have a weekend 
when I didn’t feel great. I was 
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A consultant studying a mammogram in order to check for breast cancer. 


never sick, but I was quite tired 
and lethargic and the anti- sick- 
ness drugs made me feel bloated 
and constipated.” 

Just before her second treat- 
ment, W endy ’ s hair started to fall 
out, so she took control. “I re- 
member the day that I tugged it 
and it came away in my hand and 
I thought ‘now it’ s going to go’ . 

“I couldn’t face the thought 
of watching it slowly disappear 
down the plughole, so I rang my 
hairdresser and she came round 
and clipped it down to a number 
one cut for me.” 

Over the coming months, 
Wendy admits she couldn’t face 
going out without something on 
her head, whether it be a wig or a 
scarf with a false fringe. 

“I thought I would brazen it 
out and go out there with a bald 
head and attitude, but I just 


couldn’t do it, because I didn’t 
want people looking at me as if 
I was ill.” 

Today, more than a year af- 
ter her course of chemo fin- 
ished, Wendy still has very lit- 
tle hair, but she’ s slowly learn- 
ing to cope with the way she 
looks. 

“F ve been hiding it for a year, 
I just feel so unfeminine with- 
out hair. But I just spent 10 
days in the States on a motor- 
cycle ride for breast cancer sur- 
vivors. There were 20 of us and 
being with them gave me the 
confidence not to put anything 
on my head.” 

HELP ISATHAND 

For those who are facing 
chemotherapy, Wendy says: 
“Find out as much as you can 
before it starts, use all the facili- 
ties available, expect the worst 


and hope for the best and then 
go for it.”

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China Revisited: Shanghai and Beijing 
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Most of my preconceived 
ideas about China were wrong. 
Instead of the rice paddies and 
pagodas I’d imagined, I saw 
skyscrapers and super stores, 
inhabited and frequented by vi- 
brant, hardworking and dy- 
namic Chinese. Over a year ago, 
friends from the U S asked Don 
and me to j oin them on a tour of 
China and Tibet. The idea of a 
tour was new for us and bother- 
some. We wondered how much 
control the tour would exert on 
our days and nights, balked at 
compulsory visits to factories 
and showrooms, and wondered 
about the others who would be 
on the tour. What tipped our 
decision to go was the fact that 
China, we thought, would be 
difficult to navigate on our own, 
and Tibet perhaps impossible. 
One week after the invitation, 
we signed up for the tour and 
never looked back. Overseas 
Adventure Travel (go to: 
www.oattravel.com ) prides it- 
self on small groups, abundant 
contact with the locals and expe- 
rienced guides in all cities. In all 
areas, they kept their promises. 

First stop: Shanghai. Don and 
I flew from Lisbon to Zurich on 
TAP and then to Shanghai with 
Swiss (a Star Alliance Partner). 
The 1 1 hour, 40 minute flight to 
China was the longest Ld ever 
endured. Sleep came fitfully as 
we flew mainly in daylight and 
on apacked plane. (Whomever 
the global, financial crisis af- 
fected, we rarely saw signs of it 
in China.) I was so ex- 
cited when we arrived at 
our hotel (all pre- 
booked by the tour com- 
pany) that I grabbed 
Don's arm and said, 

“Let's hit the streets.” 

One minute outside of 
our centrally located 
and comfortable Bund 
Hotel, an old man ped- 
dling a Pedi cab waved 
us in. Don, considerably 
more conservative than 
Chalked. “Brngoing.”! 
said, and he jumped in 
too. The “driver”, with 
no English and few teeth, 
pedaled us around streets 
packed with Chinese celebrat- 
ing one of their most important 
holidays: a week long com- 
memoration of the founding of 
Chinain 1949. Finally after a40 
minute ride, weaving in and out 
of cars, bicycles and pedestrian 
traffic all crisscrossing the main 
streets like Nanking Road with 
no order at all, we tapped the 
man on the back and signaled 
that we wanted out. After some 
unsuccessful haggling about the 
price ( we were still novices with 
the Yuan then) Don and I 
alighted into the mass of people 
only to be approached within 


minutes by a Chinese young man 
with glossy pictures of many 
French and Italian ‘ ‘ knockoffs’ ’ we 
had heard were soldin China. Feel- 
ing quite daring after the open air 
ride thorough town, we followed 
him across large and small streets 
into a series of rooms filled with 
other foreigners and display cases 
full of purses, watches, clothes and 
even golf clubs sporting the big- 
gestbrandnamesinthe world.. I’d 
been told in Paris earher in the year 
that if one is spotted with a Louis 
V itton or Prada copy, authorities 
could confiscate it and fine the 
person with it. In truth F ve never 
had much interest in the copies, 
shunning the sellers of them along 
the Paredao in Cascais and never 
having patronized Canal Street in 
NYC. But in China, it seemed a 
game, and I admit to participating 
in it. On my return I’ve just read 
an article entitled “ Can Knockoffs 
Knock Out Your Business?” in 
the October issue of the Harvard 
Business Review that has damp- 
ened my desire for the knockoffs. 
..well, for future ones, not the ones 
I already bought! 

Of course Shanghai and then 
Beijing were not about shopping, 
but I will tell you that at the Silk 
Market in Beijing, the copies ( and 
excellent ones) are not clandes- 
tinely displayed at all, and prices 
even lower (with playful bargain- 
ing) than in Shanghai. Many years 
ago afriend said, “Shopping is just 
a vehicle to meet the people,” and 
for sure he was right when it came 
to China. From “Angel” to 
“Sugar”, the Chinese merchants 
we encountered were charming, 
intelligent and and skilled bargain- 
ers. All of them carry calculators. 
(We learned that in their teenage 
years many Chinese choose An- 
glicized names. One guide called 
himself Andy because he said, “A 
is the first letter in the alphabet, 
so people will remember me bet- 
ter.”) The merchants there present 
a stark contrast to the Chinese I 've 
encountered in the Cascais shops. 


In addition, the merchandise here 
is inf erior to what we saw in China. 
Why, I’m still not certain. 

Shanghai had a earthy and cha- 
otic feel while Beijing seemed 
more controlled and cool in tem- 
perament with it’s imposing 
buildings, business like people and 
impressive historical sights. On 
one taxi ride from the outskirts of 
Beijing into the city I thought I 
was in LA. In addition, the city 
seemed spotless, perhaps sani- 
tized for the summer Olympics. 
We saw the famed Cube and Bird’ s 
Nest but were told they were tem- 
porarily closed. What wasn't 
closed was Tiananmen Square 
where a huge picture of Mao 


looms over the crowds. Before 
we entered the Square our local 
guide, Angie, told us to curb our 
political questions and conver- 
sations. Even on the bus she was 
reluctant to give us very thor- 
ough explanations of the events 
of 1 989. Regarding censorship, 
I'd also been told that in China, 
‘Googling’ the 3 T’ s: Tiananmen 
Square, TibetandTaiwan would 
yield nothing. I did manage to 
find links to all three topics but 
when I clicked on them, a ‘Server 
Not Found’ notice dominated 
my screen. In general, though, we 
were free to talk openly about 
most topics with no fear at all. 
Tibet was an exception, but I’ll 
save that for a later column. 

It’ s often the offbeat that one 
remembers more than the his- 
toric sights. As we exited the 
Square, three of us women on the 
tour told Angie that we needed 
to use the rest room. Inside we 
encountered 500 women, 
mostly Chinese, crammed into 
a room with about 30 stalls con- 
taining Asian squat style toilets. 
We waited in separate lines, like 
at Jumbo, each hoping that ours 
would open up first. Finally, 
Peggy's line, next to mine, 
started to move. The Chinese 
women signaled to her that they 
were going in two at a time, and 
Peggy did the samel (Happily, 
the women in my line did not 
adopt the same strategy.) 

I keep a list of “must do 's be- 
fore I die” and walking on the 
Great Wall of China has always 
been one of the top items. The 
tour group visited the W ild Great 
Wall, a remote, and apparently 
authentic and unreconstructed 
section, but a part not accessi- 
ble for long walks. I passed on 
that tour and instead walked on 
the Mutianyu section, 73 
kilometers northeast of Beijing. 
Don andihired ataxi driver from 
the hotel who took us there and 
waited for 6 hours as we as- 
cended the wall in gondola like 
vehicles, walked for 3 
hours on narrow stones 
and climbed up and un- 
der tunnel like struc- 
tures. Coming down 
consisted of steering in- 
dividual toboggan seats 
through the twists and 
turns we'd passed on 
the way up to reach the 
Wall. When we finally 
got down I panicked 
momentarily as I 
couldn't locate the 
driver. Then we sawhim, 
smiling and asking 
about our adventure. 
Tip: If you go on a tour be sure 
to do advance research and as- 
sume some responsibility for 
your sightseeing. After three 
days at home, I broke my mid- 
trip resolution and went out for 
Chinese food. The owners, who 
came from near Shanghai, were 
delightful and seemed surprised 
that I could say “Hello” ( Ni hao) 
in Chinese. However, I didn’t 
tell the eager to please proprie- 
tors that the dumplings just 
didn’t taste the same. . .

Oporto, no oil 

Having lived in Portugal for 17 years and seldom gone any further north than Lisbon I was 
actually quite excited when the opportunity to do some ‘work’ in Oporto arose. Yes, it 
would entail a pretty long drive and yes, it would be considerably cooler than the Algarve, 
but you can’t live in Portugal and not visit one of its most charismatic cities, can you? Car 
packed, tank full, directions in hand (passenger’s, not driver’s), off we went to find out if 
Oporto had more to offer than just Port. 


S ix and a bit hours later 
(including a few stops 
on the easily 
negotiated 
motorways for 
relieving and refilling) and there 
it was: Portugal’s ‘Second City’, 
piled grandly on the north bank 


of the River Douro, sitting 
proudly across one of six bridges 
that cross the waters and give the 
city its nickname ‘City of 
Bridges’. 

Now the best way I can de- 
scribe Oporto is by comparing it 
to a Monet masterpiece; looks 


very impressive from a distance, 
but up close it gets a bit, well. . . 
messy. 

What from a distance looks like 
charming, colourful townhouses, 
built neatly in rows with some 
sort of uniform organisation, up 
close are actually incredibly nar- 
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painting but a real masterpiece 


row multi- storey building of 
haphazard shapes and sizes, 
with mismatched tiling, identical 
windows and doors, all looking 
rather ‘worn’ and many have 
(not-so) attractive corrugated 
iron sheet exterior finishings on 
walls and roofs. 

In fact, corrugated iron seems 
to feature heavily throughout the 
city, something the locals don’t 
seem to notice. I found this out 
after asking a presumably knowl- 
edgeable city employee why so 
much corrugated iron was used in 
local construction, only to be 
answered with a rather confused 
gaze and the question “what 
iron?” 

There is a very fine line sepa- 
rating charming and quirky from 
degraded and neglected. 

However, taking into account 
that Oporto was in fact, at one 
point in Portugal’s history, the 
heart of national industrialism 
and boomed with productivity, 
mainly in the textile trade, the 
number of abandoned ware- 
houses should come as no sur- 
prise as over the years produc- 
tivity dwindled and imports from 
Asia proved strong and more af- 
fordable competition. 

Nevertheless, the City is fas- 
cinating, if not somewhat bewil- 
dering. 

Contrary to what immediately 
greets the eye Oporto in fact cov- 
ers a huge area. 


With a population of over two 
million people, the Greater Met- 
ropolitan Area of Oporto is di- 
vided into various districts and 
parishes, the most famous of 
which - its historical quarter - is 
classed a ‘World Heritage Site’ 
by UNESCO. 

Navigating the city is quite a 
mission as the roads don’t seem 
to follow any basic system and 
one-way streets are, reportedly, 
inverted on a regular basis. Traf- 
fic is intense most of the day, and 
a GPS system is strongly recom- 
mended. N ot for the faint-hearted 
or timid drivers. 

Nevertheless, Oporto is home 
to some of the country’s most 
characteristic and wonderful 
traits ; people are genuinely wel- 
coming as mainstream tourism 
has not manipulated hospitality, 
there is areal sense of history and 
culture, and, on the whole, a 
pretty laid-back feel. 

Taking a cruise along the 
Douro, whether for an hour, a day 
or a week, can prove a very relax- 
ing experience and offers some 
incredible views along the river 
banks. Northern Portugal is rife 
with greenery and even in the 
built-up metropolis this is evi- 
dent. 

Oak trees replace the Al- 
garve’ s palms, being particularly 
beautiful when the leaves turn a 
stunning red and gold, contrast- 
ing with the region’s lush, rich

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green fir trees. 

On the opposite side of the 
river, in VilaNovade Gaia (orjust 
Gaia) it is the region’ s history of 
Port wine production that domi- 
nates, with tours round some of 
Portugal’s most famous caves 
and wineries available all year 
round. 

Oporto also offers some of 
Portugal’s most unique gastro- 
nomic experiences. Whilst visit- 
ing the city, be sure to try a 
‘Francesinha’. 

Literally translating as ‘Little 
French Girl’ in Portuguese, a 
Francesinha is a traditional 
Oporto delicacy, a 
‘doorstopper’ sandwich stacked 
with wet-cured ham, lingui^a 
(spicy cured sausage), fresh sau- 
sage, steak or roast meat, covered 
with melted cheese and a hot thick 
tomato and beer sauce. 

Nightlife is one of Oporto’s 
fortes and ranges from quaint riv- 
erside haunts to modern night- 
clubs. Plays, concerts and other 
theatrical events are hosted all 
year round. 

Oporto is a generally very safe 


city to enjoy. 

Whereas the Algarve is all 
about leisure and is generally tour- 
ism-based, Alentejo lives off ag- 
riculture and Lisbon is the so- 
phisticated business centre of 
Portugal, Northern Portugal has 
little more to offer than the es- 
sence of nature, the roots of Por- 
tuguese History, and a unique 
identity to which few are left in- 
different. Not what I expected, 
but certainly worth the trip.

ART IN THE ALGARVE I 

Art should have, in principle, no limits; neither political nor 
cultural and allow also expressing ideas which would not have 
been possible in less democratic societies. In this respect art 
has and had always an important social and political role. It 
crosses borders without asking for permission, makes the im- 
possible possible, creates a link between nations, allows a 
common language without words, does not know friends or 
enemiesand isnotlimited by gravity, logicorman madelimita- 
tions. This ability of creative freedom develops an immense 
output of creativity during the process of creation itself but 
also later in the communication with observers. It opens the 
mind. Neither artist nor observer needs to meet. It is also not 
a necessity that art is to the liking of all viewers. Artist are 
normal human beings and do certainly hope that their pieces 
will find a positive feedback from the critics and the audience.

Be- 
trayed by Vesper, the womanhe loved, 
007 fights the urge to make his latest 
mission personal. Pursuing his deter- 
mination to uncover the truth. Bond 
and M (Judi Dench) interrogate Mr 
White (Jesper Christensen) who re- 
veals the organisation which black- 
mailed Vesper is far more complex and 
dangerous than anyone had imagined.

Daniel’s first Bond outing in 
2006 ’ s Casino Royale took more 
at the box offiee than any other, 
was nominated for nine Bafta 
Awards and won the aetor an 
army of female fans for the tight 
blue trunks scene. 

“I eould never have guessed 
that it was going to do as well as 
that, all of it was a surprise to me. 
A few days before the premiere. 


I knew we had a good fihn, I knew 
that we ’ d done all we could, but 
beyond that I had no beneh mark. 

“As you well know, most of 
the films I’ve made, it’s not all 
been about box offiee, so it was 
amazing. It was a huge surprise, 
but very pleasant.” 

Casino Royale also silenced 
eertain die-hard fans who 
claimed Daniel was too blond 
and too short to play their sereen 
hero. 

“I got over that a long time 
ago,” he says of the criticism. 


“I half expected what hap- 
pened because I understood 
people ’ s passion for these mov- 
ies and that they would reaet 
passionately to a new thing. The 
important thing was to get it 
right and do the best Bond movie 
we eould.” 

After Casino Royale ’s sue- 
cess, surely now there’s more 
pressure on Quantum to do well? 

“It’s better this way round,” 


this would be a very very diffi- 
cult process, so yes it gives 
added pressure, but it is good 
pressure and we’ve just got to 
utilise the impetus of it and work 
on the success, as they say.” 
With Daniel in the role, the 
franehise was stripped baek 
down to basies, with 007 becom- 
ing a ruthless bare-knuckled 
fighter, who didn’t need to rely 
on gadgets to get him out of a fix.

Daniel Craig returns to the silver screen as 007 
in the latest James Bond adventure Quantum Of 
Solace. The actor reveals why he loves playing 
the secret agent and how he deals with the 
pressure of playing the iconic action hero. 


Daniel Craig is looking tired 
and if s not surprising. With his 
seeond Bond film Quantum Of 
Solaee about to open, he is argu- 
ably the most in-demand aetor 
in the world right now. 

But the lines around his blue 
eyes don’t dull their sparkle and 
the slight sound of fatigue in his 
voiee doesn’t diminish his obvi- 
ous enthusiasm for the role. 

“T ve been talking all day, I ’ m 
wound up like a eoil now,” he 
says by way of apology. 

Dressed in a grey suit, with a 
cheeked handkerehief in his 
breastpocket, a black waisteoat 
and crisp white shirt, he looks 
just like the sliekMIb agent. 

However, you just wouldn’t 
expeet James Bond to be wear- 
ing a sling around his right arm. 

“Damn, I was trying to hide 
that,” he jokes, at mention of the 
shoulder injury. 

“I really don’t know when I 
did it. I eould give you three or 
four moments when it hurt, but 
I don’t know whether I tore it at 
that point. 

“I think I tore it a few years 
ago, maybe even before I started 
as Bond, there’s no way of tell- 
ing, but doing two Bond movies 
didn’t help,” he adds, with a 
brave laugh. 

At just over an hour and forty 
minutes. Quantum Of Solace is 
one of the shortest of the 22 
Bond films, but if s also the most 
aetion-paeked and Daniel is jus- 
tifiably proud to say he did most 
of his own stunts. 

“I didn’t push myself any 
further [than on Casino Royale] , 
but I was involved in the aetion 


sequenees a lot earlier. We had 
to rehearse them about two 
months before we set up, but 
only beeause I wanted to getthem 
right,” he says. 

“The shooting wasn’t harder, 
in eertain respeets it was easier, 
beeause I knew what I was doing 
this time. But we had time re- 
straints on this movie, there was 
a potential actor’s strike hap- 
pening, so we had a eut-off date. 

“I had to film and in the 
evening rehearse and in my 
day’s off rehearse, so that made 
it more phy sieally challenging. ” 

The film is the first direct se- 
quel in the Bond franehise and 
pieks up just 20 minutes after 
Casino Royale ended, as 007 j ets 
around the globe on a personal 
mission to avenge the death of his 
beloved Vesper and learn more 
about the seeret organisation 
Quantum. 

From the opening ear chase 
and rooftop ehase sequenee in 
Italy to the desert-set climax, the 
pace is almostrelentless - and if s 
hard to imagine what it was like 
to film. 

“The rooftop scene was 
tough,” admits Daniel, who 
turned 40 during filming. 

“It was tough because I was 
back and forward to that scene, I 
had to revisit the set two or three 
times. The crew continued film- 
ing there, obviously Siena didn’t 
shut down for us, they very gra- 
eiously gave us their rooftops, 
but it was physieally and logis- 
tieally diffieult to shoot. 

“There were five, six, eameras 
on eranes and there’s an aerial 
eamera and resetting is diffieult. 


Camille (Olga Kurylenko), a 
woman who has her own ven- 
detta. Camille leads Bond 
straight to Dominic Greene 
(MathieuAmalrie), a ruthless 
business man and maj or foree 
within the mysterious organi- 
sation.

Special Forces Heroes (five, 8pm) 

With increased security measures put in place following the horrific events of 9/1 1 , it would 
seem that, thankfully, hijackings are at worst, a rare occurrence, but in the past, Britain’s 
special forces were dispatched to the scene of a hijacking to resolve the stand-off when 
negotiations broke down . Their impressive record of overpowering terrorists with surprisingly 
few fatalities earned them respect across the globe. The first instalment in this drama- 
documentary series tells the story of the hijacking of Lufthansa Flight 181 in 1977, and the 
brave efforts of the SAS to storm the plane and take down the terrorists. Using 
dramatisations and interviews, the programme retells how four terrorists forcibly gained 
control of the aeroplane which was bound for Frankfurt. For the next four days, the world 
watched in horror as officials desperately tried to negotiate with the militants. Meanwhile, 
an elite group of SAS troops were called to Germany to train in anticipation of a hostile end 
to the incident. This programme isacaptivating watch, and rightly honours those who helped 
save the lives of nearly a hundred passengers and crew.

Thanks to 
the animal 
shelters (most of them run by 
brave and earing women), the 
problem seems non-existent and 
sometimes overlooked in the Al- 
garve. 

We were invited to observe 
where the operations were per- 
formed in a villa generously 
loaned by the 
owner, Marion 
Moore, whieh 
was temporarily 
transformed into a 
surgery assemble 
line. The people 
who put together 
these eampaigns 
are Lesley 

Normington 
(Founder of 
“Amigos dos 
Gatos do Al- 
garve”), Lynn 
Pedro, Lionel 
Jaeobs, Judy MeKean (who in- 
vitedus), Marian Moore, and ani- 
mal organization “Amigos dos 
Gatos do Algarve” through whieh 
the veterinarian volunteers 
from the Worldwide Veteri- 
nary Serviee eame to per- 
form the operations on this 
partieular eampaign. Dur- 
ing the year, neutering also 
takes plaee, but without the 
help of these 


whieh kindly feed the street eats, 
were advised beforehand of the 
dates of the neutering eampaigns 
for easy identifieation of the ar- 
eas. Lynn, Judy and Kevin plaeed 
the eages/traps after dark in stra- 
tegie plaees where eolonies of fe- 
ral/street eats inhabited. Early 


next morning, eaeh eage was eol- 
leeted, immediately identified on 
a form plaeed on the front of eaeh 
eage where they register the area 


street eats are the offspring of 
tamed animals that belonged to 
somebody and ean be elusive, do 
not easily trust humans, and are 
diffieult to eapture (Kevin 
proudly showed us a rather im- 
pressive eut on his finger made 
by one of the frightened eats). 

The eages were then brought 
to the villa where eaeh eat was 
prepared and put in line for op- 
eration. When their turn eame, the 
eat had to be transferred into a 
speeial eage (erusher eage) to 
keep them still to enable Dr. 
Forbes to give the anaesthetie in- 
jeetion. After the eat was under 
sedation. Nurse Traey put eye 
drops to proteet the eats eyes and 
gave them an antibioties and an 
anti-parasite injeetion and plaeed 
the ‘patient’ on the operating ta- 
ble where the experieneed hands 
of Dr. Forbes made the first inei- 
sion. Castration of males taking 
as little time as a minute and 
Traey was able to do this opera- 
tion. The proeess for the females 
obviously took longer. The fe- 
males ended up with the smallest 
ineision I have ever seen. Onee 
the operation was over. Nurse 
Traey put further eye drops and 
tipped the left ear, to prevent that 
in future neutering eampaigns the 
eat is not op- 
erated again.

Traey pieked 
up the sleep- 
ing eat and, 
involving him 
in a elean 
sheet, plaeed 
him in his re- 
speetive iden- 
tified eage 
where he 
eould eom- 
fortably re-

has sinee been involved 
with the W orldwide V et- 
erinary Serviee through 
whieh he travels to work 
in neutering eampaigns 
around the world. The 
only work besides the 
neutering eampaign that 
he maintains is treating 
and earing for horses. 

Every year he has a tight 
sehedule operating in dif- 
ferent parts of the world 
ineountries like Vietnam, 
Thailand and India. In 
these eountries the eam- 
paigns are mostly for 
neutering dogs. He said 
that in India around 
10,000 people die of ra- 
bies eaeh year. He be- 
lieves that neutering eats 
and dogs is the only way to re- 
verse the street eats and dogs 
overpopulation. The week 1 8 Get 
to 24 Get was dedieated to only 
neutering eats as the house was 
an improvised surgery and there- 
fore not prepared to perform op- 
erations on larger animals sueh 
as dogs. The following week Dr 
James Forbes would be operat- 
ing dogs at Goldra where they 
have an operating theatre well 
prepared for neutering bigger ani-

it becomes very expensive and 
money is something that evades 
these animal protection groups. 

Veterinary Dr. James Forbes, 
V et Nurse Tracy Hewitt and V et 
Assistant Kevin Meehan, worked 
non-stop neutering a total of 1 32 
cats in 6 days. Almost all cats 
were captured in the Albufeira 
and Rocha Brava area. Cats can 
be found everywhere, in rural and 
populated areas, behind and 
alongside buildings, onrooftops, 
in trees, under cars, in hospitals, 
and even perched on air condi- 
tioning units on the sides of build- 
ings. The local people, some of 


any particular information and 
presumed sex (the cat’s sex was 
only confirmed after sedation). 
Cat trapping was also done manu- 
ally during the day 
by Kevin and 




sciousness. Judy and Kevin in- 
sured that the process 
kept flowing including 
sterilizing the cages/ 
traps and cleaning up af- 
ter each operation. All 
cats were taken the fol- 
lowing day completely 
recovered and after 
h a V - 
i n g

found. The principle of Trap-Neu- 
ter-Retumis followed humanely 
by this wonderful team who even 
took care to not only pick up a 
mother cat, but also her litter to 
keep the family together so that 
the 4 day old kittens would come 
to no harm during mom’ s opera- 
tion. 

Dr. James Forbes, who came 
all the way from West Australia, 
told us that after a short stay in 
England where he visited his 
Mother, he arrived at the F aro air- 
port on Saturday and Sunday 
morning started operating the 
cats. He retired 8 years ago and

mals. When this campaign is over, 
he will travel to Paxos, near 
Corfu, in Greece to help in one 
more neutering campaign. 

Vet Nurse Tracy Hewitt ar- 
rived also on Sat- 
urday together 
with Vet Assistant 
Kevin Meehan, 
both from Glas- 
gow, where they 
work at a PDSA 
veterinarian hos- 
pital. The PDSA 
is a non profit or- 
ganization that hve 
on donations to 
provide animal 
care to pet own- 
ers of low income 
or who live on 
welfare. Animal lovers of all so- 
cial status make donations or 
leave inheritance money to build 
a new wing for a hospital or buy 
the much needed medical or sur- 
gical appliances and supplies. 
Tracy and Kevin (who told us hu- 
morously that he is a reformed 
male stripper), are young and al- 
ways smiling and you could see 
that this voluntary work was ex- 
actly what they had studied for, 
to make a difference. They even 
paid for their own airplane tick- 
ets to help in this campaign. The 


three of them stayed at Lionel 
Moore ’ s house who happily pro- 
vided for everything, including 
food, during their stay. 

To setup this campaign, Lesley 
arranged the help from World- 
wide Veterinary Service and 
Lynn organised the logistics with 
the collaboration of Judy. The 
maj ority of the neutered cats were 
retumedto their environment, and 
if any animal required special 
needs it would be sent to the ani- 
mal shelter Goldra in Louie, with 
whom Gs Amigos dos Gatos has 
an agreement. 


Gs Amigos dos Gatos do Al- 
garve, an associated member of 
WSPA, is an all volunteer non- 
profit organisation that runs feral 
and street cats sterilisation cam- 
paigns relying heavily on dona- 
tions. 4.000 feral and street cats 
have been neutered through AGA 
since 2.000. Any person can 
make a donation to Gs Amigos 
dos Gatos do Algarve, be it sub- 
stantial or not, it is always wel- 
come. Volunteer helpers are also 
badly needed, to assist in projects. 

F or every baby that is bom on 


any given day, 7 kittens are bom. 
Gne cat has 4 kittens, each of the 
4 kittens has 4, then each of each 
4 has 4... and 16 months later 
there will be 36 cats. By these 
numbers, you will see that there 
will never be enough homes for 
all of these kittens. In seven years, 
one female cat and her offspring 
can produce 420,000 cats. Street 
cats neutering campaigns are the 
only way not only to keep their 
breeding under control, but also 
so the animals can lead safer and 
healthier lives. Although feral and 
street cats fear humans, they are 
still domestic animals and, unlike 
wild animals, cannot fend for 
themselves. Like Lesley 
Normington founder of Gs 
Amigos dos Gatos do Algarve 
said, “do the street cats and dogs 
belong to nobody, or do they be- 
long to all of us?”

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Madeira parliament heats up as 
politician raises Nazi flag 



A parliamentary hearing in Madeira was 
suspended this week when a PND - New 
Democracy Party - politician, Jose Manuel 
Coelho, raised a Nazi flag and called the 
PSD/Madeira parliament representatives 
fascists. 


At the beginning of the session 
Jose Manuel Coelho had givenred 
carnations to those present as a 
sign of protest againstthe region’ s 
‘dictatorial regime’ . He was told 
to be seated as he was disrupting 
the normal business of parliament. 

“Three Mayors have already 
tried to kill me on orders from fas- 
cist chief Alberto Joao Jardim”, 
he said. 

Leader of the Madeiran Social 
Democratic bench (PSD-M) 
J aime Ramos revolted against the 
act, asking that the politician be 
suspended from Parliament and 
subjected to parliamentary im- 


munity. This motion was ap- 
proved by the majority of PSD- 
M members. 

“We will not pass on our rights 
and we will not admit that that 
deputy is here until things have 
been clarified”, he said. 

President of Parliament 
Miguel Mendon 9 a also in- 
structed Jose Manuel Coelho to 
“put away the flag” and sum- 
moned an emergency meeting 
with other leaders. 

The following day, security 
guards prohibited Deputy Jose 
Manuel Coelho from entering 
Parliament. 


A1 GP want to bring car 
factory to Portimao 

Tony Teixeira, President of A1 Grand Prix, is intending 
to transfer the single-seater competition car factory to 
the International Algarve Motorpark, in Portimao. 
Paulo Pinheiro, CEO of Parkalgar, has confirmed 
negotiations have taken place. 


The Portuguese business- 
man became head of A 1 GP af- 
ter Sheik Maktoum Hasher 
Maktoum A1 Maktoum left in 
2006, and now he wants to 
make some changes: “I’m Por- 
tuguese, I live here and I want 
to bring the A1 GP headquar- 
ters here, to make a Portuguese 
product for the world has al- 
ways been my dream” said 
Tony Teixeira, who intends to 
“build the cars, do track testing 
and define the typology of the 
Al’ s, A2 ’ s and A3 ’ s” at the Al- 
garve Motorpark. 

Paulo Pinheiro told Lusa 
News Agency there “is an agree- 
ment for the occupation of 
10,000 sq metres of the Tech- 
nological Park, which includes 


using the track for testing.” 

Unlike Formula 1, Al GP 
cars are all the same and manu- 
factured by the organisation. 
The engines are now being 
built by Ferrari and the com- 
pany also assists with the de- 
sign of the chassis. The com- 
ponents of the vehicles are 
built all over the world but the 
final assembly line is now to 
be moved from Sussex to 
Portimao, which should hire 
around 600 people. 

Paulo Pinheiro also told the 
Lusa News Agency that, be- 
sides the Al GP factory, nego- 
tiations are taking place to in- 
stall two companies connected 
to the automobile industry at 
the Algarve Motor Park. 


October car sales drop 



Car sales in October have dropped by 
seven per cent, in comparison to the same 
month of 2007, and previsions for next year 
are said to be gloomy. 


In total, in October, 19,203 
vehicles were sold, and next 
year’s figures are expected to 
continue to fall. 

Ricardo Oliveira, spokesper- 
son for Renault, had no doubt in 
saying “the market is in recession 
and that tendency will carry on” 
until 2009. 

Helder Pedro, general secre- 
tary of ACAP (Portuguese Au- 
tomobile Club) said October’s 
figures are even worse than ini- 
tially expected. He also said he 
expected the total of yearly sales 


to close with a drop of two per 
cent, in comparison to 2007. 

ACAP believes this confirms 
a “strong deterioration in con- 
sumers’ trust, associated with the 
financial crisis and the enor- 
mously volatile international 
markets”. 

Difficulties in obtaining loans 
and credit are also being under- 
lined as serious deterrents for car 
sales. 

In October 14,678 passenger 
vehicles were sold and 4,525 
commercial vehicles.

Stmctural assessment vehicle to be 


launched in Lisbon 


The Argus, a data-gathering vehicle for bridges, tunnels 
and roads, that assesses the state of surfaces and 
structural safety, is being launched next week in Lisbon. 


Designed by German manu- 
facturers TUV, the vehicle is to 
be used on the likes of bridge sur- 
faces and airport runways, with- 
out causing damage to pave- 
ments or disrupting air or road 
traffic flow. 

It is to be launched on Novem- 
ber 13* at the National Labora- 
tory for Civil Engineering 
(LNEC). 


Project Manager Vitor 
Rodrigues explained how the 
machine, which can travel at 
speeds of up 100 kilometres per 
hour, uses cameras and lasers to 
gather data, which will allow ex- 
perts to define and evaluate “with 
precision” any areas that require 
improvement. 

“There is no impact whatso- 
ever on the normal functioning of 


Road deaths down 
ten percent 

Official figures from the National Authority for Road Safety 
(ANSR) have confirmed that there were 74 fewer deaths on 
Portugal’s roads this year, in comparison to 2007, 
representing a fall of 1 0.6 per cent. 


Between January L‘2008 and 
last Eriday , 622 people had been 
killed on Portugal’s roads, 10.6 
per cent less than last year, 
when 696 people lost their lives 
in crashes during the same pe- 
riod. 

However, data released this 
week on ANSR’s website does 
not include accidents in Madeira 
or the Azores, nor does it take 
into account accidents which 
happened on mainland Portugal 
on Sunday (November 2"^^), 
when the national GNR brigade 


registered 178 crashes in Portu- 
gal, causing six deaths. 

According to ANSR, the 
number of seriously inj ured crash 
victims has also diminished this 
year, by 19.2 per cent. 

Whilst in 2007, between Janu- 
ary L‘ and October 3L‘, the au- 
thorities had counted 2,619 seri- 
ous injuries, this year that figure 
dropped to 2,114. 

Lisbon registered the highest 
number of road fatalities (77), 
followed by Oporto (68), Aveiro 
(59)andSetubal(56).

Portuguese teams bounce back into Champions League contention 


Sporting and FC Porto were 
both victorious in their Champi- 
ons League draws this week, with 
Sporting beating the Ukrainian 
champions Shaktar by a single 
goal and FC Porto ending their 
losing streak by beating Dynamo 
Kiev two goals to one. Sporting 
are now in the knockout stages for 
the first time ever and FC Porto 
are strong contenders.

FC Porto had a nail biting game 
against Dynamo Kiev and were 
able to beat them in extra time with 
a last minute effort from Lucho 
Gonzalez. The game was fast 
paced throughout and FC Porto 
started very positively, just like 
their game against Arsenal, which 
ended dreadfully and Dynamo 
scored the first goal with an ef- 


fort gliding past Helton after 21 
minutes played. 

Undeterred and unwilling to 
lose against Dynamo by one goal 
again, Porto persevered and it 
paid off as Rolando scored late in 
the second half, equalising the 
score. Dynamo almost took three 
points as a late effort hit the post, 
but the counterattack that came 


from the effort allowed FC Porto 
to take the three points instead 
as Lucho converted a low cross 
from Lisandro Lopez. 

With this win, FC Porto are 
now placed second in their group 
with six points, two behind Ar- 
senal.
